High License Fails Again. 


In 1887, under a saloon license fee 
of $100 there 6,757 arrests in St. Paul, 
Minn., 1,754 of which were for drunk- 
enbess alone, 787 for the offence of 
“drunk and disorderly,” and 1,512 for 
disorderly couduet, a total of 8,958 for 
drunkenness and disorderly conduet, 
In 1888, under a 81,000 saloon license 
fee, the record shows a total of 7,166 
arrests in the city, 1,942 of which are 


for drunkennes, 743° for “drank «and 
disorderly, and 4,449 for disorderly 
conduct—« total of 4,364. Thus, 


while the license fee has been increased 
ten fold and the saloons reduced nearly 
one-half in number during the year, 
drunkenness and crime has increased 
more than 10 per cent. It is estimated 
that the population of St, Paul has in- 
creased during 1888 from 175,000 to 
185,000, or about 6 per cent, 


A committee of citizens in Des 
Moines mado a report about the rela- 
tious of prohibition to the city’s pros- 
perity, and among other things stated 
that in 1883, before prohibition, the 
deposits in savings banks were $115,- 
935 72, while in the year ending May 
18, 1887, the amount had risen to

Whiat is the of the State as 
to questions growing out of the liquor 
traffic ? 

The United States Supreme Court 
inswers for 

Chief Justice TANry : 

“Tf any state deems the retail and 
internal traffic in ardent spirits injuri- 
ous to the citizens, and calculated to 
vice or debauchery, 
[see nothing in the Constitution of 
the United States to prevent it from 
regulating and) restraining the tratlie, 
or from prohibiting it altogether, if it 
thinks proper.” 

Justice MCLEAN :— 

“A State regulates its domestic com- 
merce, contracts, the transmission 
estates, real and personal, and acts 
upon internal matters which relate to 
its moral and political welfare. Over 
these subjects the Federal Government 
has no power. ‘The acknowledged 
police power of a State extends often 
to the destruction of property. A 
nuisance may be abated. Everything 
prejudicial to the health or morals of 
city may be removed,” 

Justice Grier :— 

“The true question presented, and 
one which I am not disposed to evade, 
is whether the States have a right to 
prohibit the sale and consumption of an 
article of commerce which they believe 
to be pernicious in its effects, und the 
cause of disease, pauperism and crime. 

“Tt may be safely affirmed, that 
every law for the restraint punish- 
ment of crime, for the preservation of 
the public peace, health and morals, 
must come within this category.

In 1888 the Court rendered its most 
important decision, which establishes 
beyond question, the power of a State 
to prohibit the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquors. 

Justice HanLan :— 

‘*Power to determine such questions 
so as to bind all must exist somewhere,

‘Tf, therefore, a State deems the ab- 
solute prohibition of the manufacture 
or sale, within her limits, of intoxiecat- 
ing liquors for other than medicinal, 
scientific and mauufacturing purposes, 
to be necessary to the peace and secur- 
ity of society, the courts cannot, with- 
out usurping legislative functions, over- 
ride the will af the peaplo us thus 


expressed," 

Anather concise statement is: 

“No one may rightfully do that 
which the law-making power, upon 
reasonable grounds, declares to be 


prejudicial to the general welfare.” 

The proposed amendment does not 
affect either of the three uses, ‘*chem- 
ical, mechanical and medicinal,” it 
only outlaws intoxicating liquors as a 
‘*beverage.”” 

It is admitted by medicine, science 
and education that intoxicating liquors 
are **poisanous liquors.” 

As poison they weaken the body, 
paralyze the brain, inflame the passions, 
attack the home, and hurt the State. 

We have the constitutional power to 
say no more poisonous liquors as a 
beverage—let us say so, B. 4B.

MSYOR JOHNSON'S OPENING SPEECH,

two or three weeks ago, when I ac- 
cepted the invitation to be present to- 
night and to open the fair, Thad in 
immind to say a few words of a general 
character on the merits of the institution 
under whose auspices we are here as- 
sembled.

INGENUITY OF THE AFFLICTED. 


Painters Without Hands—The Tongue Not 
Necessary to Speech, 

Kew examples of human ingenuity 
are more interesting than the devices 
which have been employed by crip 
ples to enable them to pursue some 
calling, and there are few subjects 
more interesting and curious than the 
means by which the deaf have heard 
What was passing around them, and 
the dumb have made themselves un- 
derstood, 

Passing over the well known caso of 
Miss Biflin, who, though born without 
hands or arms, attained considerable 
eminence as a miniature painter, it 
may bo noted that there are abundant 
instances recorded of persons who 
could not only write, but paint toler- 
ably well, with their toes. 

There was, for instance, at Cogges- 
hall, in Essex, a man named Carter, 
who was so thorou hly paralyzed that 
he had quite lost the use of his hands, 
and was obliged to be on his back, 
He partly supported himself by his 
beautiful drawings, which he did with 
his mouth; and he could copy an old 
wood cut or plate so closely that it 
was difficult te distinguish it from the 
original. 

Sir Charles Bell, too, tells us of a 
Russian beggar born without hands, 
who frequented the high road to Mos: 
cow, and committed many murders 
before he was discovered and exe- 
cuted. His method of work was pe- 
culiar, He used to throw himself 
against a person who was giving him 
alms, and, having stunned him, pro- 
ceeded to seize him with his teeth, and 
s0 drag him into the wood. There are 
therefore many occupations which can 
be followed even if a person have no 
hands, 

To prove that the tongue is not ab- 
solutely necessary for fe would be 
an easy matter, since there are many 
authentic cases of persons, who, hay- 
ing lost their tongues owing to some 
accident or operation, have yet man- 
aged to speak distinctly. But to con- 
vey thoughts without speech, to s ests 
without words is another matter, Per- 
haps the most curious example of this 
form of ingenuity—either in fact or 
fiction—is the means by which the 
ener old Noirtier, in ‘Monte 
Cristo,” was able to spe: ak to any body 
who taal anmisod his system. He, it 
will be remembered, had sight and 
hearing left to him, and he ¢ xpressed 
approbation by closing his eyes, his re 
fusal to any proposal by winking 
them several times, and if he he ad 
some desire or f feeling to express he 
raised them toheayven. By this code, 
together with the aid of a dictionary 
so arranged that he could sec a page 
asa finger was rapidly run down it, 
he contrived to hold converse on any 
subject. 

After such examples of devices to 
supply the places of missing senses or 
members of the body as those we have 
mentioned, it would be indeed surpris- 
ing if there were no natural way of 
overcoming the many disadvantages 
incidental to deafness. But as a ate 
ter of fact there is a method, and 1 
very simple method, by which Rony 
deaf people can hear, “and that, tod, 
without artificial instruments, In 
“King John,” Hubert says: 

I saw a smith stand with his hammer, thus,

Scott, too, has passages to the same 
effect, and Wo often hear of a particu- 
lar person “swallowing it ‘all in”— 
i. @., listening with his mouth wide 
open. Now, ‘there is a sound pl)ysio- 
logical reason for opening the mouth 
under such cire umstances. There are 
two opposite openings in the car— 
namely, the external opening, whic h 
is known to all of us, and the internal 
opening, called the eustachian tube, 
which passes from the internal audi- 
tory organs to the back of the mouth, 
just where the nostrils open into it. 

It therefore follows that a person 
who opens his mouth has a_ better 
chance of hearing than if he keeps it 
shut. In short, the inner opening ir 
an auxiliary to the outer one, There 
is at least one case in which the latter 
opening alone has had todo service, as 
the following advertisement from a 
copy of The Daily Post of some thirty 
years ago will c learly show: ‘Missing 
on Sunday afternoon, a young man of 
weak jntellect. The lobes of his ears 
are closed, but) when spoken to he 
opens his mouth, and is then able to 
hear.” It is clear, then, that the ac- 
cidental destruction of ‘one or more 
parts does not necessarily destroy the 
sense of hearing, provided that the 
injury does not reach the more essen- 
tial Bart of mechanism, the brain, —

WOBURN 


Monnsteries and Mental Diseases, 

The monasteries were frequent 
sources of that form of mental disease 
which was supposed to be caused by 
bewitehment, From the — earliest 
period it is evident that monastic life 
tended to develop insanity, Such 
cases as those of St. Anthony and St 
Augustine are typical of its effects 
upon the strongest minds; but it was 
especially the convents for women 
that became the great breeding beds of 
this disease, Among the large num 
bers of women and girls thus assem 
bled, many of them foreed into con 
finement against their will, for the 
reason that their families could give 
them no dower, subjected to the un 
satisfied longings, suspicions, bicker- 
ings, petty jealousies, envies and 
hatreds, so notorious in convent life, 
mental disease was not unlikely to be 
developed at any moment, Hysterical 
excitement in nunneries took shapes 
sometimes comical, but more gener 
ally tragical, Noteworthy it is that 
the last places where executions for 
witeheraft took place were mainly in 
the neighborhood of great nunneries, 
and the last famous victim—of the 
hundreds of thousands executed in 
Germany for this imaginary crime 
was sister Anna Renata Sanger, sub- 
prioress of a nunnery near Wurzburg, 

The samo thing was scen among 
young women exposed to sundry fa- 
natical Protestant preachers; iisanity, 
both temporary and permanent, was 
thus frequently developed among the 
Huguenots of France, and has been 
thus produced in America, from the 
days of the Salem persecution down 
to the “camp meetings” of the present 
time.—Andrew D, White in Popular 
Science Monthly. 

Douville, the Fraud, 

One of the most ingenious frauds 
who ever imposed upon geographers 
was the Frenchman, Douville, who 
lived in tho early part of this century. 
He told the most fabulous stories of 
his African travels, and as late as 1850 
there were some geographers who 
still believed Douville was a remark- 
able traveler. Ile lived at a time 
when the entire interior of tropical 
Africa was a white space on the maps. 
This great blank he undertook to fill. 
Though he was never more than 
twenty or thirty miles inland in_ his 
life, he claimed to have penetrated 
Central Africa, and to have visited 
the chief town of the far famed Munta 
Yamvo, All he required for the work 
was a few interviews with native ivory 
dealers who came from the interior 
tosell their goods. They gave him a 
good deal of misinformation, which, 
with the aid of a brilliant imagination, 
he expanded into a long story of 
travel. He caught hardly a glimpse 
of the truth with regard to the many 
countries he pretended to have visited, 
and he deseribed scores of towns and 
states that had no existence, He be- 
trayed his true character in a most 
ludicrous manner, Tle had the auda- 
city to invent a vocabulary for one of 
his tribes, in which he made all the 
words end in the letters x orz. Some 
students of African languages dissect 
ed this vocabulary and promptly pro- 
nounced Douville a first class fraud, 
This shallow deceiver long enjoyed 
great credit as a traveler, but he lived 
long enough to see his pretensions 
pretty thoroughly exploded,—C, ©.

sey, finely illustrated, beautifully printed, | 
and isa graphic picture of (ravel through | 
the coutitries covered by the tille, Lady 
Brassey ia well known to our readers through | 
her “Voyage of the Sunbeam,” a book 
widely read by English speaking people and 
translated into the language of nearly every 
civilized nation 

“Willian of Germany,” by Archibald 
Forbes, ‘This narrative of the Kaiser's life 
was written by the great war correspondent, 
and noone is better qualified to give the 
story of the splendid events and heroism of | 
the life so recently ended, He accompanied 
King William through Alsace and Lorraine | 
and up to the walle of Paris and writes of 
his own personal nequaintunce and observa- 
tions. 

The complete works of J. G. Whittier, 
published in seven neatly bound volumes 
Mr. Whittier’s prose ia clear, forcible and 
elegant, Many of hia stories relate to 
colonial times and are of great interest to 
all those who have a love tor the historic 
past, or would become acquainted with the 
characters of the Puritan and Q taker. 

A number of valuable books on India 
have been added, historical and desviptive 
of the social, moral and religious condition 
of the people of this great and important 
country. Many of these books are written 
for the general reader. The ‘History of | 
India” by James Grant, fally illustrated, 
gives graphic pen pictures of the difficulties | 
which have besetthe English government 
in their attempts to secure and maintain | 
control of these 250,000,000 of people. | 

The publication of the Correspondence 
of Jolin Lothrop Motley,” edited by George 
} William Curtis, is a most important addition | 
to the historical literature of our age, | 
These letters cover a period from the time 
of a youth of ten years to the close of his | 
|life. Those written fron Europe both before | 
and after he was engaged in the Diplomatic 
service of his country are very full in de- 
scription of people and events, mingling as 
he did in the most brilliant and cultivated 
society in the world, Ilis sketches of celebri- 
ties and famous people, like Macauley, 
Thackery, the Russells and Palmerstons, | 
form a most interesting part of the corre- 
spondence, The second volume pertains 
largely to the late war and the conditton of 
the country at that time.

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IN MEMORIAM, 


The Middlesex Bast District Medical Society held 
ite regelar monthly meeting with, and were enter 
ained by, Dr. A. HL. Cowdrey. of Stoneham, on 
Wednesday, the 10th instant, when the following 
memorial of the late Prevent Winsor, M.D. of 
Winchester, was reported by a Committee and 
dopted by the meetin . 
5 The members of the Middleeex Bast District 
Medical Society unite in this expression of their 
sentiment apon the death of our highly esteemed 
brother and beloved confrere, Frederic Winsor, Ax 
M., M.D,, late of Winchester, Mass, the tidings of 
which brought aadness to every one of our hearts, 
and spread the pall of gloom over this meeting. 

Dr. Winsor was born in Boston in 1820, and was 
graduated at the Boston Latin School, Harvard 
College, and from the Harvard Medical School tn 
1866. He became a member of the Massachusetts 
Medical 8 yin 1855, and of the Middlesex East 
District Society in 1864, and we have known him to 
have been one of its most efficient members for a# 
quarter of a century. His interest was constant and 
abiding, as manifested in many ways by his contribu. 
tions to ite upbuilding and progress. Le practiced 
for wconsiderable time in Salem, and served his 
country faithfully and well as Surgeon of the 49th 
Reut. Mass. Volunteers, and was at Port Hudson; 
but his brightest and best professional work was 
done within this District at Winchester, Here he 
acquired « large and increasing practice and 
nguished hiinselfin many ways, not alone aa ow 
physician and surgeon, but as a good eltizen, He 
held many positions of honor and trust in. this 
society and in the community in which he lived, 
which he not only filled with credit to himself, but 
adorned. 3 F 

We know his excellences as a member of society in 
general, for his life was a many sided one; but we 
feel his loss chiefly as a professional brother and a 
sincere and kindhearted friend, Well trained in the 
schools, he was fitted for his work; knowing his 
power, he was confident, and inspired confidence in 
others; tnostentations and affable without dissimu- 
lution, pretence or cant; utterly unselfish and en- 
tirely devoted to those entrusted to his care, he be. 
came soon strongly entrenched in the hearts of his 
patients, His presence in the chamber of the sick 
was a benediction, He was a grand, simple, honest, 
Warmhearted man, a hater of sham, a follower of 
truth for trath's suke, 

Dr. Winsor died in the maturity of his manhood, 
in the full tide of success in his professional career 
and usefulness, lamented by all of us who knew him 
and whom to know was but to love. He died at 
Berinuda, whither he had gone in quest of health 
and strength, and where his body was buried at his 
own request,

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THE TAILOR'S COMMENT. 


He Has to Credit: His Customers to Keep 
the Trade, Which Is Hard to Get. 

“Tine custom tailoring is not what 
it used to be,” said a Brooklyn man in 
the business to an Hayle reporter, “and 
the big houses are just driving us to 
tho wall. I suppose it is the same in 
everything else, but, of course, you 
know our trade is the first to sutler 
from competition of that kind.” 

“How is that?” 

“Tam surprised that, you ask me 
such a question,” replied the tailor, 
slightly elevatin his eyebrows, 
“when you should know, if you do 
not, that we must get a large profit on 
a custom made suit of clothes to make 
any money. Why? Because there 
has been an unwritten law from time 
immemorial which allows a man to 
pay his tailor'’s bill last of all. Now, 
aperson can’t get credit toany amount 
in one of the big establishments, If 
he orders a suit atsuch a place he must 
leave a deposit, and the balance is de- 
manded when the clothes are deliy- 
ered, On the other hand, atailor who 
has a small shop must cater to his cus 
tomers by allowing credit. Now, in 
these times of sharp competition, high 
rents and heavy expenses for skilled 
labor, you will see that it takes the 
profit upon a great many suits of 
clothes to pay running expenses and 
lay up something for dull times. 
When there was less competition we 
could get along, but now, beside the 
big establishments where they can get 
up asuitof clothes for almost nothing, 
there are innumerable shops where 
they sell fashionable looking clothes— 
imitations of the clothes we keep, of 
course—for just about half the money 
we can sell the real goods for, In for 
mer years, the fine custom tailors and 
the ready made stores monopolized the 
business, Neither interfered with the 
trade of the other, and consequently 
we had a certain hold on our custom- 
ers, Who, in order to get new clothes 
of us, would pay their bills rather 
than be forced into buying ready 
made garments. Now they leave our 
bills unpaid and go to one of the 
cheap custom stores, pay cash for in- 
ferior goods, and then come back and 
tell us how exorbitant our prices are, 
Why, it’s enough to drive a man crazy 


sometimes. Yes, the better class of 
small tailoring shops are being driven 
out of business, and it’s too bad, for 
the establishments that are driving 


them out are doing a much inferior 
kind of work. Tho great object with 
them is to make up and sell fashion- 
able goods at a low figure. Now, I 
will not say that the material they use 
is all shoddy—far from it. It is sur- 
prising for what a small sum they can 
sell really good clothes, How do they 
doit?) Well, in the first place, they 
rely toa great degree upon transient 
trade, Secondly, the credit system is 
tabooed and they get cash for their 
goods. Thirdly, they pay the lowest 
wages possible to their Helbr Pourth- 
ly, they do not pretend to put the 
finish on their goods that a first class 
tailor does. A man argues in this way 
when he patronizes one of these shops: 
He says to himself; ‘I have been pay- 
ing $16 for trousers, while here isa 
man who says he can get meup a 
muir equally good for $8. I know that 
1e can'tdo it, but I also know that for 
fitand appearance his $8 trousers will 
foraconsiderable time be as good as my 
$16 pair, consequently I will buy the 
88 ones and when they are worn out I 
can get another pair, paying for both 
pairs what I would ordinarily pay for 
one.’ Now, you see, if his argument 
isa good one he would be very fool- 
ish if he did not take advantage of the 
cheaper man, After all,” concluded 
the tailor, sighing, “if it weren't that 
we were expected to givesuch long 
credit I don’t know that we would be 
any worse off than our neighbors, 
That is what is killing us.”—Brooklyn 
Eagle.

Rumford Historical Association. 


At an adjourned meeting of the Rum- 
ford Historical Association held in the 
Congregational church at North Woburn 
on the evening of the 9th inst., a much 
larger audience than at any previous 
meeting, assembled to hear Mayor John- 


son, It was, every way, an enjoyable 
occasion. Besides the fact that the 
speaker represented one of the first 


Board of Woburn’s Selectmen, the place, 


and many persons in the assembly 
represented another member of that 
Board, and others present represented 


probably two, if not three, more of that 
same Board of seven men who were 
Woburn’s first settlers and first town 
fathers. 

The first paper, which was read, dealt 
largely with the history of the Records 
which, for forty-eight years, were kept 
by, Edward Johnson and his son William. 
The second paper was a deeply interest- 


ing narrative of a@ personal visit to the 
ancient and historic town in Bedford- 
shire, England, from which our own 


municipality derived its name. Both these 
papers were carefully prepared and were 
read with a clear-cut distinetness of 
utterance to which it was a pleasure to 
listen, The present writer does not 
hesitate to 5s that every thinking 
hearer was instructed, interested and 
benefitted by the intelligent and concise 
presentation of facts which, in both 
papers, touched the history of our old 


town. Tf, 4s we belieye, the word Mayo) 
is another mode of writing the more 
familiar word Major, may we not con- 
clude that Captain Edward Johnson, 
hotwithstanding his excellencies and his 
remarkably versatile ability, has, in 
many respects, a successor as a town 
father who, while bearing the same 


name, is greater even than a “captain.” 
At any rate the word major suggests the 
majority which, it may be hoped he will 
not lack at the next city election. 

After years of experience in the study 
of the history of both Woburns, the 
writer is prepared most emphatically to 


appreciate the work which the Mayor 
has expended upon them. His work 
upon the Record of Marnages, Births

and Deaths is worthy 
new dispensation jn 
plexing and laborious department of 
research, The vesult ought to be 
published and copies seattered through 
the city, Thus, so far as human age iey 
ean go, will they be secure frm a 
calamity which in too many instances, 
has left towns without records. 

With pen in hand, the writer may say 
that the Rumford Historical Association 
has, during the past year, had about its 
usual measure of prosperity. Several 
new members have joined them, and, at 
least, three have died. Two of these, 
George Rumford Baldwin of Woburn 
and Oyrus Woodinan, Esq. of Cambridge 
were on the Board of Tice-Presidenuts, 
one of them being also a Trustee’ There 
have been many additious to the large 
collection of Photographs, some to the 
Library, and various articles to the in 
creasing collection in the antiquarian 
department, One of these is a very 
ancient Spinning Wheel, almost primitive 


in design, and yet in working order, It 
was once owned by the old Baldwin 
family, and, after the death of Col, 


Baldwin, was, with other things, sold at 
auction. Passing into the family of the 
late Abel Wyman of Central Square, it 
was presented by Mrs. Wyman to the 
Association, and, after some needed 
repairs by Mr. Marshall Tidd, was placed 
in the old home otf Col. Baldwin's most 
intimate and life-long friend, Count 
Rumford, 

Among various articles, not antique, 
received by the Association, is a large 
and elegant Book Mark, richly wrought 
in gold, with the appropriate initials, 
and with tassels tipped with acorns from 
the famous old Signal Oak at Central 
Square held in golden baskets. It was 
the work of Mrs. Fanny G. Adams and 
pranented by her for use in the Society's 
arge Photograph Album.—RuMeonrp.

After a defeat early in the war a 
Massachusetts commander wrote: ** We 
expect to lose pleuty of bates but we 
have enlisted for the war.”

True, Mr. Sumner demanded 
suffrage for negro men as aright of the 
citizen under the principles of Declara- 
tion of Independence ; he denounced 
insurmountable qualifications of color 
(or sex); he even atfirmed that ‘in the 
progress of civilization women are 
bound to vote.’ But Mr. Sumner was 
claimed on the other side with a sub- 
lime disregard of trifling inconsisten-

90, including pairs, against 139 in’ the 
hegative—the largest ever given in the 
State. Last year the vote was 50 yeas 
and 121 nays.

Gauged by Moisture. 

“T can tell you how large an audi- 
ence there is in the house any evening 
without looking,” said the leader of a 
Broadway theatre orchestra the other 
day, 

“How?” interrupted a reporter, 

“My violin bow tells the tale. 
When the house is full the moisture 
coming from the audience lessens the 
tension of the hairs on the bow, and I 
am compelled to tighten them many 
times during an evening. If the air 
is dry, of course, this is avoided, You 
have no idea how the sound 
of a violin is affected by the 
weather, Damp atmosphere will 
loosen and flatten the strings, and the 
result is a screeching sound from the 
instrument. The body of the instru- 
ment is also affected by the atimos- 
phere. Moisture gets into the wood 
and the violin gives forth an unnatural 
tone. The moisture thus lowers the 
vitch, and it is exceedingly diflicult to 
keep the instrument rightly tuned on 
a damp evening. The wind instru- 
ments are affected in an opposite way. 
Dampness contracts the metal, and the 
result isa higher pitch. It frequently 
happens that there isa difference of 
an entire note between the wind and 
string instruments in playing a: lve- 
tion.”—New York Star.

The Good Done 
Louis Argument 

Professor Halsey ©. Ives, director of 
the St. Louis Art museum and of the 
art department of Washington uni 
versity of the same city, was in 
town the other day, Professor Ives 
has devoted mostof his time and ef 
fort for the past dozen years to the ad 
yancement of art interest in St, Louis, 
and asa result the museum is the best 
arranged and most intelligently con 
dueted institution of its kind in the 
country, and the art school is one of 
the most thorough, The art museum 
isa handsome stone structure at Lu 
cas place and Nineteenth street—the 
fashionable residence center of the 
city—and is one of the few buildings 
thoroughly adapted for its purpose, 
While its collections thus far are not 
large, they are intelligently formed, 
ant every object shows not only a 
phase of interesting historical deyel- 
opment, but is the best example obtain 
abies for showing this, The museum 
has been chary in accepting miscella 
neous gifts, and has purchased with 
the greatest discrimination, The art 
school is equipped with one of the fin 
est collections of casts in the country, 
and from it have come a number of 
artists of ability. The school has sent 
abroad several students, and has part- 
ly supported them there, Said Pro 
fessor Ives: 

“We have quite a number of collec- 
tions of fine pictures in St. Louis, but 
most of them contain almost exclus 
ively works by foreign artists, I hope, 
by a series of exhibitions of American 
pictures, to interest our people more in 
American art. I think that the best 
work of the American painters of 
today is equal to the best that is pro 
duced abroad in certain lines, 1 think 
that it only needs introduction to se 
cure appreciation, and I want to show 
how sineere and strong much of itis. 
Our art museum is now beginning to 
be well appreciated. Since we began 
opening it tothe public on Sundays 
our attendance has inereased on all 
days, and many persons haye mani- 
fested interest in it who for years 
assed the building every day without 
iaving sullicient curiosity to look in 
side, It is particularly gratifying to 
me thatmany workingmen visit the 
museum on Sundays. Igenerally man 
age to be there myself on Suuday 
afternoons, and I enjoy directing their 
attention to those things which will 
suggest improvement in the character 
of the work they do, Some of the men 
who became interested in the iron 
work from Nuremburg are now doing 
very clever work in the same diree- 
tion, Others have studied the old car- 
vings, and have gained a degree of 
artistic appreciation that they have ap- 
plied in their workmanship to their 
very decided advantage. But for the 
Sunday opening many of these men 
would have absolutely no opportunity 
for visiting the museum, and from the 
results that have become evident thus 
far the wisdom of the plan has been 
demonstrated tome very clearly. I 
really think it is a public misfortune 
that any such museum in the country 
is kept closed on Sundays, To the 
great museums of France, so much re- 
sorted to by the working peopleon 
Sundays, is due much of that artistic 
quality that you find in almost every 
article of French production—even for 
the commonest uses, The same op- 
portunities opened for our own in- 
telligent, quick witted people would 
very soon influence the character of 
the work produced here.”—New York 
Star,

Domestic Anlmals of Anectent Poraviane 


Herr Nehring, speaking of the do 
mestic animals of the ancient Peru 
vians, observed that the subject was 
scientifically important, because all 
the other peoples of ancient: Americ: 
were very poorin this kind of prop. | 
erty as compared with the Peruvians 
and Bolivians and some of the Central 
American peoples; and, secondly, be 
cause the influence of domestication 
on the formation of races could be 
better followed on these animals than 
on those of the Old World, Weare 
concerned in Peru especially with the 
dog, llama, alpaca, and guinen pig. 
The speaker had examined eighteen 
dog mummies from ancient Peruvian 
graves, and had determined that they 
belonged to three different races—a 
shepherd's dog, a dachshund, and a 
bull dog or pug. He believed that 
the “Inea dog’ was derived, not from 
South American Canidm, but from 
the Mexican wolf (Lupus occidenta- 
lis), perhaps through the feebler 
Texan variety; and that — several 
races had been formed from it in Peru 
through domestication, In this Herr 
Nehring dissents from and contradicts 
Von Tschudi'’s opinion that the ya- 
rities had arisen from crossing with 
European dogs. As the dog and like- 
wise the Hlama and alpaca are un- 
doubtedly of America, so, also, in the 
speaker's opinion, is the guinea pig, 
notwithstanding B. Hensel and other 
authors believe that it was intro 
dueed from Europe.—Popular Science 
Monthly. 


A New Industry in Russia, 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The North British Mail says that dur 
ing the last few months a new indus- 
try has sprung up in Russia in the 
form of nicotine extract, This pro- 
duet not only finds a sale in Russia, 
but is already exported in considerable 
quantities, especially to South Amer- 
ica, The lees obtained, when prepar- 
ing the tobacco leaf, have been used 
fora long time for destroying para- 
sites on plants, and they have also been 
found eflicacious when applied as an 
antidote to the various skin diseases to 
which sheep are liable. It has now, 
however, been discovered that this pro- 
duct affords a remedy for another de- 
structive agent—namely: the dry rot 
among sheep—and last autumn the 
Russian firm of Nikolai, Bogdanow & 
Co. started works in Moscow for the 
woduction of nicotine extract on a 
arge scale, Four to five Robs 
of | common Machorka — tobaeco 
yield) only about one — pood of 
the extract, but in such a con- 
centrated form that a teaspoonful 
is suflicient for nearly two pints of 
water, and the works produce about 
50 poods of the extract perdiem, The 
Russian government has decided to 
exempt this product from excise duty, 
Any other uses to which this nicotine 
may be applied, although not difficult 
to imagine, have not yet transpired, 


Look Out for Short Bills. 

A local business man has lately been 
twice made the victim of a fraud that 
is not common among crooks in the 
“ereen.” On presenting money at 
the bank for Haron he has had $5 
bills returned jas worthless 
they were too short. 

On examination it was found that a 
section from one-half of an inch to 
one inch in width had been cut out of 
the bills, and that the remaining’ see- 
tions had been pasted together, The 
illusion was increased in a way that 
its very simplicity was doubtless the 
reason of its success, 

The letters taken from the words 
“United States” by the section cut out 
were crudely reprinted with pen and 
ink on the shortened greenback, and 
in the majority of cases the holder 
would not detect the fraud unless the 
bill were measured or held up to the 
light, when the junction of the two 
parts could be plainly seen. 

The bills thus mutilated had had in 
one case the letters ‘ted’ removed, 
and in the others the letters ‘‘st.” The 
object of the operator is finally to get 
enough sections to make a new $5 
bill, which by skillful pasting could 
be easily passed under ordinary cir 
cumstances. —Springtield Republican,

A good deal of interest has been stirred 
up in relation to our post office. <A peti- 
tion was recently sent to Washington, 
asking for the appointment of Mr Henry 
Ames as postmaster. Now, there as 
no objection to Mr. Ames personally, 
for he is a good man and would make a 
zood postmaster; but the people did not 
ike the methods adopted by some of 
his friends to secure his appointment; 
and they did not think it would be ex- 
actly according to the Golden Rule to 
remove our present popular and efficient 
postmaster for no reason except that an- 
other man might have the office. Ac- 
cordingly a caucus was held last Satur- 
day eyening to see what action the citi- 
gens would take in relation to the sub- 
jeot, There are about ene hundred and 
twenty-three families who receive their 
mail trom the postoflice called Wilming- 
ton (there being another office at No. 
Wilmington). About ninety male resi- 
dents representing these families attended 
the caucus. Upon motion it was voted 
to determine the choice of the citizens 
for postmaster by ballot, which was done 
with this result; Eighty-one ballots were 
cast, and they were all for Frank D. 
Morris, the present incumbent of the 
office, and he was declared the unani- 
mous choice of the citizens, Resolutions 
were adopted, expressive of the sense of 
the meeting, among others being the fol- 
lowing: 

Resolved, that we, the citizens of Wil- 
mington, in public meeting assembled, 
respectfully remonstrate against the peti- 
tian that has recently been presented to 
the Post Office Department, praying for 
the appointment of Mr. Henry Ames as 
poste nsiar at this place, for the follow- 


ng reasons: 

_ Because we believe no valid reason ex- 
ists for making a change. It is plain 
that the parties who originated said peti- 
tion did not do so on political grounds, 
because the person they ask to have ap-

Market Gardeners, 

The number of market wagons that 
come over from New Jersey and Long 
Island during the evening is exceed- 
ingly large. In order to get an idea 
of their traffic one has only to think 
of the enormous amount of vegetables, 
fruit, eggs and garden produce that is 
used every day to feed a great city like 
New. York. At midnight or before a 
start is made from the outskirts of the 
neighboring towns on either shore, 
and from that time until a few hours 
| of daybreak the ferry boats and ferry 
houses are alive with wagons and 
carts. The horses know their duties so 
well that driving is scarcely necessary, 
and it is not an uncommon sight to see 
a horse pulling a cart on which is 
seated some old farmer quite fast 
asleep. As soon as they get into town 
they steer for the various markets 
along the North river and sit on their 
| Wagons wrapped up in blankets until 
dawn, or until purchasers come along

not so fortunate iu their sales as are 
those who get into town earlier.

a mere titular and ornamental dignity 
there are few more troublesome anc 
unthankful offices than that of a king 

In the first place, the occupant of a 
throne is compelled by the intrinsic 
exigencies of his exalted position to 
lead an almost entirely artificial life. 
He may not at any@ime, even when 
“olf duty,” so to speak, be absolutely 
himself, to the extent of yielding to 
the impulses or indulging the tastes 
with which nature has endowed him, 
Privacy is all but unattainable to him, 
for, when he is not engaged in trans 
acting state business, orin playing his 
prescribed part in court ceremonials 
or public celebrations, he is still sur 
rounded by oflicials and attendants 
who closely watch his every action 
and gesture, and are eagerly alive to 
the hghtest word that falls from his 
lips. ‘To be natural in his behavior or 
spontaneous in his utterances is to be 
guilty of dangerous imprudence, see 
ing that all he does and says is pecu 
liarly liable to misinterpretation, The 

sleasures, comforts and consolations of 
friendship are denied to him. 

How, indeed, should a king have 
friends, when his daily and immediate 
entourage is necessarily composed of 
persons who desire his favor in order 
to turn it to their own profit and ad 

yancement, and whom he himself has 
been sedulously taught to regard as so 
immeasurably his inferiors that be 
tween him and them, from his point 
of view, there can be little in common 
save mortality? A king isaman who, 
by the accident of birth, is continu- 
ously constrained to control his feel- 
ingsand repress his emotions; to guard 
his own speech and discourage frank- 
ness in that of others; to follow advice 
which is frequently repugnant to him, 
and publicly indorse opinions with 
which he secretly disagrees; to as 
sume an immense superiority to those 


| whose puppet he is in reality; to set

ample of physical *ttenue” and 

decorum to his subjects; in 
short, to play a part throughout every 
hour of the day and every day of the

Why Sixty Seconds Make a M 

Why is our hour divided into sixty 
minutes, each minute into sixty see 
onds, ete,? Simply and solely because 
in Babylonia there existed, by the 
side of the decimal system of notation, 
another system, the  sexagesimal, 
which counted by sixties, Why that 
number should have been chosen, 
clear enough, and it speaks well for 
the practical sense of those ancient 
tubylonian merchants, There is no 
number which has so many divisors 
as sixty, The Babylonian’s divided 
the sun's daily journey into twenty 
four parasangs, or 720 stadia. Each 
parasang or hour was subdivided into 
sixty minutes. A parasang is about 
a German mile, and Babylonian as 
tronomers compared — the horiecal 
made by the sun during one hour at 
the time of the equinox to the prog 
ress made by a good walker during 
the same time, both accomplishing one 
parasang, The whole course of the 
sun during the twenty-four equinoe 
tial hours was fixed at twenty-four 
parasangs, or 720 stadia, or 3860 de 
grees, 

This system was handed on to the 
Greeks, and Hipparchus, the great 
philosopher, who lived about 150 B. C., 
introduced the Babylonian hour into 
Europe. Ptolemy, who wrote about 
150 A. D., and whose name still lives 
in that of the Ptolemaic system of as 
tronomy, gave still wider currency to 
the Babylonian way of reckoning time. 
It was carried along on the quiet 
stream of traditional knowledge 
through the Middle Ages, and, strange 
to say, it sailed down safely over the 
Niagara of the French revolution. 
For the French, when revolutionizing 
Weights, measures, coins, and dates. 
and subjecting all to the decimal sys 
tem of reckoning, were induced by 
some unexplained motive to respect 
our clocks and watches, and allowed 
our dials to remain sexagesimal, that 
is, Babylonian, cach hour consisting 
of sixty minutes, Here you see again 
the wonderful coherence of the world, 
and how what we call knowledge is 
the result of an unbroken tradition of 
a teaching descending from father to 
son. Not more than about a hundred 
arms would reach from us to the 
builders of the palaces of Babylon, 
and enable us to shake hands with the 
founders of the oldest pyramids and 
to thank them for what they have 
dono for Max Muller in Fort 
hightly Review.

ONE OPIUM EATER GURED. 
Rut it TT k a Term in Sing Sing and 
Pindless Agony to Do Tt. 


A confirmed opium smoker was re 
cently asked whether he ever knew a 
person who had been cured 
habit. 

“Only once,” ho replied, “ and then 
it wasn't a voluntary cure by any 
means, He was aman about 85 years 
old, who had been a slave to the habit 
for fifteen years. He was so given up 
to it that his business went to smash, 
and he used to resort to all manner of 
things in order to get money to pur 
chase a ‘shell,’ Tle used to crave 
eight shells or $2 worth of opium a 
day, and | have frequently met him 
ina joint that was run by two tough 
Chinamen in Marion street, offering to 
roll for smokers in order to share their 
opium. One day he had been with 
outasmoke for about seven hours, 


and he became so desperate that 
he tried to rob the till in a 
grocery store. He was detected 


and arrested, Ie got word down to 
the joint telling of his misfortune, 
and begging for God's sake that some- 
body would send him some opium. I 
bought some dry opium pills and got 
them in to him after a deal of trouble. 
The next day Lealled on him and a 
more miserable wretch | never saw. 
He was suffering the tortures of hell, 
He was doubled up with eramps in his 
stomach, and the inevitable pain be 
tween the shoulders, which feels as 
though somebody was driving odd 


into your flesh, w racking him, 
These tortures were joined to severe 


yains in all the joints, as though the 
nets were decaying and would soon 
drop off. He had been without opium 
so long that he was fairly famishing, 
and the small quantity of the drug I 
had been able to send was disposed of 
in short order. 

“There isn'ta taste of it left,’ he 
yelled to meas I entered his cell in 
the Tombs. Then he rolled his tongue 
around as though searching for any 
small particles that might be hidden 
away ina tooth, [gave him the pills 
Thad brought. Tle seized them like a 
starving man would seize a crust of 
bread. He placed two of them in his 
mouth and rolled them around until 
they had dissolved, and then washed 
them down with a mouthful of water, 
In a few minutes he was lying on his 
cot as placid and happy as a healthy 
baby. Ikept him supplied with opium 
until he was tried and sentenced, 1 
managed toslip a few of them into his 
hand as he was on his way to Sing 
Sing. I heard no mere of him and 
forgot all about him until one day, on 
Broadway, several years later, a stal 
wart, rosy cheeked fellow slapped me 
on the shoulder and heartily shook 
me by the hand. I was nearly sur 
prised into a fit when he explained 
that he was the opium fiend of a few 


years ago. He said that when he 
got to Sing Bing the habit was 
on him yery strong. The — pills 


I had given him had erumbled to dust 
in his pocket, and had become 
mixed up with a lot of other stuff that 
he could not use them, He was in a 
raging torment that night and eried 
for the drug. The keepers found him, 
and the prison physician, who was 
called, fortunately diagnosed the case 
correctly, It wasn’t much eredit 
him, however, for every feature of the 
man’s face and eyery motion of his 
body almost proclaimed him an opium 
fiend. He was removed to the hospital, 
and the physician was kind enough to 
get interested in the case. Ile braced 
him up with hypodermic injections of 
morphine every time the craving came 
on, and by a liberal use of this drug 
finally wore away the desire for the 
other. Of course this treatment cre 
ated the morphine habit, but this was 
more readily cured, and my friend 
soon lost all desire for drugs of any 
kind, and is a prosperous, happy man 
today, If he had not been arrested he 
would certainly haye gone the way of 
all the fiends, and have ended his 
life himself, or died miserably in some 
hole. Hetried to reason the case with 
mein hopes that IT would surrender 
the drug and endure the agonies that 
such a privation would produce for 
the pleasure attending the feeling that 
I was no longer a slave to it. I have 
heard all of those arguments a thou 
sand times, and frequently | have lain 
ina joint with another smoker, and 
we haye both sworn off, and the very 
next day we would both be in the 
same placcagain. lam getting worse 
every year. The habit is growing 
more expensive, and the longer I am 
at it the less disposed do I feel for 
work of any kind. My memory is 
failing me now, and I ain already 
pretty well along on the downward 
road, I'll go a little further down, 
and then good-by to eyerything.”—

THluminating Internal Organs, 


The well known experiment for 
showing total reflection of light in a 
jet of water or in a glass rod has been 
made use of here by Dr. Roth and Pro- 
fessor Reuss in devising a new method 
of illuminating from outside some 
savities of the body, such asthe larynx 
and nose. The instrument used for 
this purpose is a well polished (not 
bluekened) glass rod, to one end of 
which a small electric incandescent 
glow lamp, like those used for electric 
breastpins, is attached. The light of 
the lamp is reflected equally through 
the whole glass rod to its other end, 
which is placed on the skin of the throat 
in the case of a laryngoscopical exami- 
nation being required, Then the inte- 
rior of the larynx becomes illuminated 
sufliciently for laryngoscopy. If this 
luminous glass rod is applied to the 
sclerotic, the interior of the eyeball 
can be exumined in the same way as 
by using an ophthalmoscope, the 
structure of the posterior parts of the 
vitreous body being very well seen 
and studied. As the glass rod remains 
cold, it can be employed in operative 
surgery to light the natural and arti- 
ficial cavities. —The Lancet. 


Insects tn the Kars. 

It is popularly supposed that for an 
insect of any kind to find its way into 
the ear means death if not instantly 
removed, and physicians are aroused 
at all hours by applicants who beg 
them tocome quickly, ‘a bug has got- 
ten in somebody's car.” Unless it is 
an inseet with yery keen nippers there 
is no possible danger, although often 
unpleasantness, if the buy has capac- 
ity to bite sharply. Of course there is 
fear of its working its way to the 
brain, butusa rule this belicf causes 
a great deal of nervousness, which 
has a bad effect on the subject. Of 
course the ear should be examined as 
soon as possible, and the insect re- 
moved, but the popular idea that death 
will result is quite wrong, —St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

Every Russian trading post, accord 
ing to Mr. Dall, has a bath house, and 
once a week all the people avail them 
selves of its privileges. The apparatus 
not to say primitive, but 
the method is what might be ealled 
heroic, especially the dressing in a 
room where the temperature is below 
zero, A rudearch of loose stones is 
built, and more stones piled over it, 
so that a fire made beneath the arch 
can penetrate between them, 

There is no chimney, but a trap 
door in the roof, <A large cask of 
water heated for the purpose, and an 
other of cold water, generally with 
ice floating in it, and a succession of 
benches, one above the other, com 
plete the equipment. 

When the stones are thoroughly 
heated and the smoke has all passed | 
out, all coals are removed and the

Hach one leaves his clothing in an

Next he takes a sort of broom or

Then taking a kantag, or wooden dish,

This last process is disagreeable to 
the uninitiated, but is absolutely nec 
essary to prevent taking cold. have 
known cases of acute rheumatism 
brought on by omitting it.

Wood Pulp Jars. 

An improvement has been intro- | 
duced in the manufacture of battery 
jars from wood pulp which consider | 
ably increases their power of resisting 
the battery solutions while removing 
all danger from the leakage which has | 
heretofore sometimes been the result | 
of imperfect treatment, These jars are 
made from ground wood in the same | 
manner as the well known pails and 
similar untesils, but after having been 
formed and dried are treated by im 
mersionsin a composition which pene- 
ulp, making the jar acid 
ne been found diflicult in 


proof. It 
jar a thorough penetration of each 
fiber by the protecting compound, ow- | 
ing to the considerable amount of air | 
which the fibers themselves and the | 
space between them contain, This | 
difficulty has been happily surmount: | 
ed by the ingenious device of treating | 
the jars in a yacuum, whereby the | 
air is remaved, and then, while the | 
jars are still submerged, admitting the 
air on top of the fluid used for treat- | 
ing. The air pressure thus forces the 

compound into every portion of the 

material forming the jar, and renders 

certain the protection of every fiber. —

An Abridged Report 


Of Rey. Hugh Montgomery’s sermon 
on the Defeat of the Constitutional 
Amendment : 

A great audience greeted Rey. Hugh 
Montgomery at the M. KE. church Sun- 
day evening. A chorus rendered ap- 
propriate music. Mr, Montgomery 
had invited the city government, and 
all the licensed liquor dealers to be 
present and listen to his discourse. He 
gave as his reasons for the defeat of 
prohibitory amendment: 

First the papers of Boston (with one 
exception) published what they knew 
to be false. ‘These papers were en- 
slived by the rumsellers. Why? 
Because the liquor men had voted to 
boycott any newspaper which opposed 
them. Was it right that free speech 
should be throttled in free America? 
It is a burning shame. 

Then these three classes opposed to 
the amendment: 

First, the rumsellers and manufae- 
turers with their millions in the trade, 
and they were not competent to uct. 

Second, those who hanker for the 
beverage, at the expense of mother, 
wife and children: ‘Chey were in- 
fluenced by appetite, and these are not 
qualified to judge: they have no con- 
science, 

Third, there are the rich wine-bibbers 
who have in their cellars all the choice 
brands of wine: club) men, men of 
convivial habits who are not over 
sensilive as to their responsibility for 
their fellow men: these cannot without 
rashness be classed as unbiassed. 

A few others claiming to be strong 
temperance men doubted the propriety 
of having constitutional prohibition, 
but were willing to have it in the 
statutes. ‘This, together with limited 
time and money, worked against us. 

Probably nothing had so much in- 
fluence on a certain class of men us the 
staud taken by the Congregationalist 
and Christian Union. The liquor 
dealers sent these documents to every 
voter in the State. 

The 88,000 men who voted in favor 
of the amendment have become erystal- 
lized to support no man on any ticket 
for any office who is not in favor of 
pulverizing the saloon. very man 
who voted with the 88,000 should be 
hopeful and not discouraged, but work 
for victory which is sure to come in the 
near future. 

Next Mr. Montgomery called the 
attention to the present High License 
law discriminating against the liquor 
traffic. If it were rigidly enforced it 
would stop every open bar in the State. 
I do not wish to be understood as 
favoring for a moment the theory of 
license, as attempting to justify it on 
any ground of principle or policy. 
Historically itis a failure; essentially 
it is wrong and hurtful; therefore I 
abhor the principle of it and distrust 
its actual workings. Nevertheless, it 
is one step nearer prohibition than 
‘*free rum’ in its discrimination against 
the liquor traffic. Hence the law is 
the thin edge of the wedge which 
sooner or later will be driven in and 
will split off from the body politic the 
whole nefarious business. It will be 
hedged in until is finally stopped. 

A careful examination of the law 
itself shows that it was made in the 
interestof temperance. In proof of this 
I wish to call attention to a number of 
points in the law, Chapter 100, Sec- 
tion 9, Clause 5, It will be seen that 
there cannot be an open bar in the 
State of Massachusetts, 

Massachusetts Reports, Vol, 130, 
Page 536, 1883, Decision of Chief 
Justice Allen; ‘*A person licensed as 
a common victualler, and to sell in- 
toxicating liquors to be drank on the 
premises, may be convicted of keeping 
a public bar,” 

Chapter 100, Section 24. Sells or 
gives intoxicating liquor to a minor 
* * * or allows a minor to loiter upon 
the premises where such sales are 
made, 

Chapter 158, Acts 1884, ‘They can- 
not sell or deliver to a drunkard ‘tor to 
& person supported in whole or in part 
by public charity at any time during 
the twelve mouths next preceding the 
date of the license.” 

Chapter 100, Section 12, no sereen 
or any obstruction which may interfere 
with a view of the interior of the 
licensed premises: Chap. 100, See, 25, 
read; Chapter 100, Section 8 read;

Chapter 99-6. “Gambling of any 
kind’; Chapter 100, Section 16; 
Capter 100, Section 46, 

“Now,” said the speaker, “the time 
has come when an enlightened public 
sentiment imperatively demands no 
favoritism in any department or stage 
of civil or judicial proceedings. We 
now call on our city officials to faith. 
fully and impartially protect’ Woburn’s 
eleven dealers that they have granted a 
license to and see so far as they can 
that nobody else sells. And see that 
these licensed men respect the law. I 
have learned that His Honor the 
Mayor is in sympathy with an uns 
biased enforcement of the liquor laws,” 

Here Mr. M. showed the absolute 
necessity for detectives in the impartial 
enforcement of law. He said this had 
been demonstrated in every civilized 
country, ‘Phe question has been raised 
and settled in the Supreme Court of 
the United States, and by the highest 
tribunals in almost, if not every State 
of the Union. It is too late to raise 
the ery that itis immoral and illegal, 
and by so doing upset the jurisprudence 
of the nation. ‘To illustrate: if a 
man’s wife or daughter were waylaid 
in the night and robbed of her money 
or her virtue, would any man, or body 
of men, hesitate to put a reward for 
a detective to discover and catch the 
villian? If the detective succeeded in 
bringing such a villian to justice, would 
not everybody appland him? Would 
any lawyer be allowed by any Court to 
all this detective a spotter or a sneak? 
If so, is there not virtue enough left in 
Woburn to take law in their own 
hands and dispose of such lawyer in 
their own way ? 

The only way oftimes to reach an 
illegal liquor seller is by a detective, 
because the liquor dealers have their 
spotters out and every law-abiding 
citizen is so watched that he cannot see 
the law violated ; neither can the police 
force, if they are true; and if they are 
untrue they wouldn’t see it. And the 
only thing that is left for law-abiding 
citizens to do is to employ a detective 
legitimately, 

‘In conelnsion let me say, gird your 
loins, dear brethren, take courage for 
the future for God is with us. The 
victory that is coming will repay us for 
every tear, for every sorrow, for every 
discouragement. O blessed promise ! 
that we shall yet, through Christ, sub- 
due all powers of darkness and es- 
pecially that infernal power of Rum. We 
shall overtake this devastating monster 
and put an hundred pound dynamite 
shell of legal force through his vitals 
and geatter him to the winds, and leave 
his skeleton to bleach on the sand of 
time with safety.”

**Questions for Remonstrants.” 


Suppose there were two candidates 
for the Legislature, one of whom favored 
the present law which allows a widow 
to remain in the house of her deceased 
husband only 40 days without paying 
rent; the other would vote to change 
the law so that a widow and her chil- 
dren may remain in the house as long 
and on the sume terms a widower 
tay do,—would remonstrants pray that 
the burden might not be thrust upon 
them of voting for the candidate who 
would be just to the widow ? 

A woman has money earned by her- 
self, or given ler by her father, or in 
any way held as her own, Under the 
present law a husband may borrow the 
money, give his promise and his note 
to pay. But neither the note nor the 
promise has any legal validity. The 
wife has no possible way to recover her 
money if the husband's sense of justice 
and honor does not cempel him to pay 
her, as it very often does not. Would 
remonustrants pray to be relieved of the 
burden of voting for the one of two 
candidates for the Legislature who 
would urge the passage of a law that 
would make contracts between husband 
and wile valid, as they are not now? 

The law now gives the father the sole 
legal right to the children, so that he 
may send them to serve in grog-shops, 
or apprentice them under evil conditions 
or dispose of them as he pleases, and 
the wife has no legal power or right 
over the child so long as she lives with 
her husband, Would remonstrants 
pray that the burden might not be 
thrown upon them of voting for a legis-

Photographing Stara. 

When we place in the focus of the 
telescope a highly sensitive photo- 
graphic plate, the vibrations of the 
rays of light throw themselves assidu- 
ously on the plate and steadily apply 
to the task of shaking asunder the 
molecules of silver salts in the gela- 
tine film, Justas the waves of ocean 
by incessantly beating against a shore 
will gradually wear away the might- 
iest cliffs of the toughest rock, so the 
innumerable millions of waves of 
light persistently impinging upon a 
single point of the plate will at length 
effect the necessary decomposition and 
so engrave the image of the star, It 
will be obvious Qhat this process will 
be the more complete the longer the 
exposure which is permitted, and thus 
we see one of the reasons why pho- 
tography forms such an admirable 
method for depicting the stars, We 
can give exposers of many minutes, 
ov of one, two, three, or even four. 
eours; and all the time the effect is 
being gradually accumulated, Hence 
it is that a star which is altogether too 
feeble to produce an impression upon 
the most acute eye fortified by a tele- 
scope of the utmost power, may yet be 
competent, when a sullicient expos- 
ure Nes been allowed, to leave its re- 
cord on the plate, Thus it is that pho 
tographs of the heavens disclose to us 
the existence of inyriads of stars which 
could never have been detected except 
for this cumulative method of obser- 
vation that photography is competent 
to give.—MaeMillan’s Magazine.

Stames from the Slot. 

“An ingenic®s machine was exhibit 
ed to Postmaster General Dickinson 
shortly before he retired from office, 
and if it should strike his saccesser as 
favorably as it did him may be in gen 
eral use before long,” remarked an offi 
cial of the Baltimore postoflice. “It is 
an adaptation of the put-a-nickel-in 
the-slot machine to the sale of postage 
stamps. A sheet of stamps is cut into 
slips the width of two stamps, and 
these slips are wound around a cylin 
der inside the machine, <A nickel i 
placed in the slot, which drops down, 
starts an electric current, which causes 
the stamp cylinder to revolye, the slip 
of stamps glides along and passes un 
der a row of needles, W hich drops 
down and cuts off two stamps, 

“The owner of the nickel waitsa few 
seconds after his money disappears 
and then shoves down a metallic but 
ton, and twostamps make their appear 
ance at wn aperture in the lower part 
of the machine, It is proposed by the 
inventors to place these machines in 
stores and prominent places about a 
city. If the department approves the 
plan they will adopt the machine so 
that two pennies ora ten cent piece 
can be used with the result that 
one two cent stamp or five stamps can 
be obtained. In case a spurious coin 
is used a magnet in the interior detects 
the fraud und throws it to one side,’’-

19, 1820, attended the public schools of Bos- 
ton, graduated from the Hancock school at 
the North End of that city, and in 1835 
graduated from the High School, spent a 
year and a half in Albany in the wholesale 
and retail watch and jewelry store of his 
uncle which almost ruined his health, then 
went to Georgia to visit another uncle and 
narrowly escaped drowning from the wreck- 
ing of the steamer Home on the Hatteras 


coast. In the fall of 18389 he was again in 
Boston studying music and acting as an 
assistant to Lowell Mason. Then for about 


fifteen years Mr, Johnson's time was apent in 
playing the organ and teaching of children’s 
classes. ‘Then he passed a year and « halt 
in Europe recruiting bis health, and studying 
the new methods of piano instruction. On 
his return to Boston he took up his musical 
work and among other duties translated fifty 
German school songs for Lowell Mason. | 
Some years after 1847 he came to Winches- 
ter where he has resided since. About this 
time he liad the misfortune to lose his sing- 
ing voice by the snapping af a little inter- 
costal muscle in his side and has never since 
been able to sing even the common tunes. 
This interfered with his concert and large 
chorus work but did not prevent him from 
teaching small classes, helping himself with 
the piano, and he thinks he was more success- 
ful as a teacher by having to depend on 
“teachers talent” and not on his voice. He 
conducted the village choir here for 17 years 


at the same time playing the organ, He 
afterwards went into the store of Oliver! 
Ditson & Co., where he has been for 28 


years engaged in translating, correcting and 
revising music, writing circulars, and look- 
ing after the advertising department, For 
thirty years he has given weekly instruction 
to the pupils of the Pemale Orphan Asylum, 
Such in brief ls an abstragt of Mr. Jolin- 
son's life as given by him to a friend with 
no expectation of its publication,

Ballots and Bullets, 


Let no man or woman be mistaken 
as to what this movement for women’s 
suffrage really means. We none of us 
want to turn the world upside down, or 
to convert women into men. We want 
women, on the contrary, above all 
things, to continue womanly—womanly 
in the highest and best sense—and to 
bring their true woman's iufluence on 
behalf of whatsoever things are true, 
honest, just, pure, lovely, and of good 
report to bear upon the conduct of 
public affairs. Some people attempt to 
meet the claim of women to representa- 
tion by the absurdly irrelevant remark, 
for I cannot call it an argument, that 
women householders ought not to vote 
for members of Parliament because they 
cannot be policemen and soldiers. Who 
wants them to be either policemen or 
soldiers? ‘There must always be a 
certain division of Lubor between the 
sexes. The physical constitution of a 
woman fitsher to perform certain duties 
on which the welfare of society in a 
high degree depends. The physical con- 
stitution of a man fits him for certain 
other duties, one of which is that of 
external defense. And there are certain 
other duties which men aud women 
must undertake jointly and in co-oper- 
ation with one another, and from which 
the total withdrawal of one sex or the 
other is fraught with danger and mis- 
chief. ‘Those who are in favor of 
woman snffrage maintain that the duty 
of loving one’s country, of understand- 
ing her interests, of endeavoring to 
infiuence public affairs by the choice of 
men of high character and true putrio- 
tism to serve in Parliament, is one 
which is incumbent on women as well 
ason men. There is nothing in the 
nature of a woman which unfits her to 
love her country and to. serve it by 
helping to send good men to promote 
sound legislation in Parliament. 

People sometimes talk as if fighting 
for one’s country were the only way of 
serving her. Surely that is taking a 
very onesided view of a nation’s inter- 
ests. All work well done, all service in 
lifting up the lives of others to a higher 
level, ‘tall we have wished or hoped or 
dreamed of good,” forms the real trea- 
sury of national greatness. I have no 
wish to disparage the usefulness, the 
necessity, of the army and the police 
force; but civilization owes quite as 
much to that great Lost of silent, busy 


workers, of whom at least half are 
women, through whose labors alone 


there is anything worth preserving, as 
to the army and the police force for 
preserving it-—Mis, Millicent Garret

One of the artistsin “Billy” Young's

Animals of the Peruvians, 

Herr Nehring, speaking of the do- 
mestic animals of the ancient Peru- 
vians, observed that the subject was 
scientifically important, because all 
the other peoples of ancient America 
were very poor in this kind of prop- 
erty as compared with the Peruvians 
aud Bolivians and some of the Central 
American peoples; and, secondly, be- 
causo the influence of domestication 
on the formation of races could be 
better followed on these animals than 
on those of the Old World. Weare 
concerned in Peru especially with the 
dog, llama, alpaca and guinea pig. 
The speaker had examined eighteen 
dog mummies from ancient Peruvian 
rraves, and had determined that they 
elonged to three ditferent races—a 
shepherd’s dog, a dachshund and a 
bull dog or pug. He believed that the 
“Inca dog” was derived, not from 
other South American Canidzw, but 
from the Mexican wolf (Lupus occi- 
dentalis), perhapsthrough the feebler 
Texan variety; and that several races 
had been formed from it in Peru 
through domestication. In this Herr 
Nehring dissents from and contradicts 
Von Tschudi’s opinion that the vari- 
eties had arisen from crossing with 
Kufopean dogs. As the dog and like- 
wise the llama and alpaca are undoubt- 
edly of America, s0 also, in the speak- 
er's opinion, is the guinea pig, not- 
withstanding EB, Hensel and other au- 
thors believed that it was introduced 
from  Kurope. — Popular Science

Grant's Laconic Vicksburg Letter, 

President Guild of the Boston Art 
club possesses a letter written by Gen. 
Grant after the fall of Vicksburg, 
which furnishes an example of the re- 
markably concise expression for which 
the great sapien was noted, Even 
the magnitude of the event did not ex- 
cite any exuberance of jubilation. 

Vicespura, July 6, 1863, 

Dear Father: Vicksburg has at last surrendered 
after a siege of over forty days, Tho surrender took 
place on the morning of the dth of July. I found 
1 bad continuously underestimated the force of 
the enemy, both in men and in artillery, The 
pummber of prisoners surrendered was 80,200, The 
process of paroling is so tedious, however, that 
mauy who are desirous of getting to their homes 
will escape before the paroling ofivers get around 
tothem Tho arms taken are about 180 pleces of 
artillery and over 80,000 stand of small arms. The 
enemy still had about four day's rations of dour 
and meat and ao large quantity of sugar, The 
weather is now exceedingly warm and the roads 
intolerably dusty, It cannot be expected under 
these circumstauces Chat the health of this com 
mand cap keep up as it has dove. My troops 
were not allowed one hour's tiie after the aur 
render, but were ot once started after other 
game. My iealth bas coutinued very wood dur 
jug the campaign which bas just closed

ARCADIA IN A CANYON, 


A Queer Colony of Vegetarians—Prosperous 
Women Membors of It. 

The route from San Diego to the 
desert slope on the eastern side of the 
county's mountain ranges, which was 
partially described in Wednesday's 
Sun, stopped midway at Ballena, 2,750 
feet above the sea, Krom this point 
the road ascends through a narrow 
canyon shaded with ancient oaks, 
which soon open outinto a great valley 
of surprising beauty, Turning s@ath a 
side road leading to San Vicente runs 
down a longeanyon where some inter 
esting people, devotees of the vegeta 
rian cult, have made their homes, 
They, too, wandered down from Col 
ton, a distance of 1380 miles or more, 
nearly three years ajo, 

The party comprised Mr, Le Beuf, 
his wife, and their ward, Miss Hadley, 
all from St Louis, Mo, Mr. Le 
Beuf pushed a large wheelbarrow be- 
fore him filled with their possessions, 


and the women—notable for their 
short hair and bloomer dress— trod 
cheerfully along beside him, They 


were seeking a location for a home on 
governinent land, and they chose it in 
the wildest part of the canyon. Mrs, 
Le Beuf’s health had broken dewn in 
kindergarten work at St. Louis, and 
for this reason they came to the coast. 
The invalid had found the weight of 
ordinary clothing intolerable, and 
both of the women had therefore adopt- 
ed the bloomer costume, with high 
shoes of gray cloth buttoning up the 
leg instead of the usual trousers, Mr. 
Le Beuf went to work clearing the 
land, and in a short time had stretched 
a circular canyas over the saplings for 
their dwelling, making it resemble a 
bee hive. Linseed oi] was rubbed on 
the cloth to make it waterproof, Fur- 
niture was constructed of the natural 
woods with their bark and mosses. A 
garden was planted and grain sowed. 

Then Miss Hadley found a pocket 
in the rocks a little higher uP the can- 
yon, which pleased her, and she filed 
a pre-emption claim to eighty acres. 
A canyas dome also arose on her 
clearing, Which is now a marvel of 
productiveness. Miss Cook, another 
vegetarian, came out from Missouri to 
assist her, These industrious young 
women now have one and ahalf acres 
in grain, with nota weed on the en- 
tire place, They make their own flour, 
They have sweet peas, onions, lettuce, 
celery, ete., with blackberry bushes 
and various other small fruits. They 
chiseled ten steps in the granite rocks 
leading down to a spring which breaks 
a fissure in the rocks. A cellar built 
in the bank contains some 200 bottles 
of a peculiar grape cordial, which is 
their only drink, It is boiled down 
without being sweetened, and is con 
sidered a sort of grape cure. 

These resourceful people manufact- 
ure all their own garments, including 
shoes. Le Beuf’s garments are some- 
what like a bathing suit. 

Several years ago a man named 
Weidenmiller, also a vegetarian, ap- 
veared in the canyon, and week before 
ast he brought Miss Hadley down to 
San Diego in the stage, and here they 
were married, Miss Cook continues 
to reside with them, The two men 
work on the ranches thereabouts as 
opportunity offers, while the women 
devote their leisure to books and the 
cultivation of the gardens,—San Diego 
Sun. 


Runaway Husbands, 

Perhaps one of the saddest effects of 
the late war which yet remain is the 
great number of people who are still 
missing from their former homes and 
their old friends and relatives. or 
instance, 1 had an uncle who came 
home shortly after Appomattox. He 
arrived about 3 ale one afternoon 
at his home in Kentucky, dismounted 
and kissed his wife fondly, walked 
about the place for an hour with her, 
scarcely speaking and very moody, 
Then mounting, remarked: ‘Mary, 
I'm going off for a little while; be good 
to yourself and the baby until 1 come 
back,” and he has never been seen by a 
relative since, We have indirectly 
heard of him a number of times, buton 
going to the point where he had been 
seen he had, invariably, just left. We 
traced him to a point in Dakota, 
finally, where he had established quite 
a large sheep ranch, but a week be- 
fore nig nephew got there uncle had 
sold at a great sacrifice and left.

only by these broken hearted men, now 
hermits, self isolated from soci- 
ety and their relatives. Their fast- 
nesses seclude many a husband of a 
supposed widow, or father of children 
who have mourned him as dead for 
more than a quarter century,—St.

Mary : ‘She has reformed many steam- 
boat mates, her presence being sufficient 
to stop the flow of ‘enss words’ which 
these gentlemen in the past found nee- 
essary to the coutrol of their crews, and 
she is now one of the most popular 
masters on the river,” 


New York has five successful women 
dentists. 


A young womun in a Western city 
quietly passed a little card around in 
business places announcing her readi- 
ness to do ‘‘darning and mending,” 
and she has found abundance of work. 


Shige Kusida, a young Japanese 
woman who has been doing successful 
temperance work amoung her own people, 
13 to be sent to the United States to 
study the methods here. 


Countess ‘Tolstoi, itis said, is the 
daughter of a Moscow physician, who 
married the count thirty years ago, 
when very young.

It is often

In Philadelphia the other day the police 
made a raid upou two disorderly houses, 
and arrested nine women and five men.

‘They were called 
Albertinerinnen, from the name of the 
then crown prince, Any one ill in 
Dresden sends « request for a nurse to 
any hospital munaged by Albertiner- 
innen. Undertheircharge isthe Queen’s 
Hospital and a Convalescents’ home on 
the banks of the Elbe, which the Queen 
purchased with her private means. 


Mrs. M. Lemon, who edits an inter- 
esting column of women’s items in the 
Wichita (Kan.) Daily Journal, brings 
forward a new reason why women 
should serve on juries. It is for the pro- 
tection of men in cases of blackmail. 
A lawyer of Mrs. Lemon's acquaintance 
refers to the notorivus fact that a jury 
composed wholly of men can often be 
hoodwinked by « young and _ pretty 
plaintiff who sheds tears, Women, on 
the other hund, are better judges of 
their own sex, and the lawyer in ques 
tion says, ‘If six good women were 
associated with an equal number of men 
ona jury, they would at once see 
through the blackmailing scheme of a 
designing female.”

An Improved Oven Thermometer. 

A device to be applied to the oven 
doors of cooking stoves, ete., to indi- 
cate the exact ant of the oven for 
baking purposes, and also applicable 
to other stoves, hot air furnaces and 
ranges, has been patented by Camilla 
Julier and James O, Robinson, of 
Hanging Rock, O. Upon the inside of 
the door is attached a lean brass 
or other strip of more expansible metal 
than the cast iron of which the door 
is made, this strip being attached to the 
door at its ends. Secured centrally to 
the strip is a stem fitted to slide 
through an aperture inthe door, and 
having an inclined projection or nose 
on its outerend, In engagement with 
this nose is an index pivoted to the 
door, the index being extended to 
trayel over a graduated dial, and thus 
indicate the degrees of heat within the 
oven.—Scientifie American. é

I have already remarked that 
there has not been lacking the sugyes- 
tion that these curious streaks repre- 
sent the lines of actual artificial water 
courses on Mars. ‘The straight and 
undeviating course which they pursue 
might be regarded as lending some 


| degree of probability to such a view; 


but the enormous scale on which they 
exist seems to compel the rejection of 
the hypothesis. It is true that, if wo 
consider only the influence of the 
force of gravity on Mars, giants could 
dwell upon that planet whose 
mechanical aehieyements might vastly 
surpass the greatest performances of 
our engineers; fora body weighing a 
ton on the earth would wale only 
seventy hundred and sixty pounds on 
Mars, and, on the other hand, a man 
on M possessing relatively the 
same activity as one of us might be 
fifteen feet tall and strong in propor- 
tion. But, eyen granting the exist- 
ence of such a race of Goliaths on our 
neighbor world, itis not conceivable 
that they could have constructed a 
system of tremendous canals over half 
the surface of their planet, or that 
they would haye done it if they could, 
The canals of Mars are enormously 
disproportioned in magnitude to the

The Lantern Silde. 

In proportion to the skill and labor 
involved in its preparation, the lan- 
tern slide confers greater pleasure 
upon the amateur photographer than 
is embodied in any product of the 
camera and dark room, It and its 
counterpart, the transparency, are 
sources of an enjoyment in which 
rofit to the artistic sense forms a very 
aie percentage, The manipulation 
of the lantern slide calls for simpler 
processes than is the case with the 
negative destined for the making of 
prints, and these processes can be car 
ried on successfully with less care as 
to the light employed, The slide is 
yre-eminently caleulated to give satis- 
faction to the amateur whose home ap 
dliances for developing are not of the 
Post. Onee made and ready for the 
lantern, the slide is an epitome of 
prints. The flood of light poured 
through its translucent glass and the 
image thereon becomes, upon the 
sereen, a life size picture, peer of 
a fidelity and clearness of detail thata 
Meissonier could hardly hope to equal. 
In this form the slide appeals to the 
eye with a potency no print can pos: 
sess, and stands next to nature's self 
in reproducing the beauties of a land 
scape, the charm and majesty of the 
ocean, the subtle power of architecture 
and of sculpture, or the portraits of 
men and women loved afd esteemed 
by their fellows, or of childish beauty 
eaught unerringly by the instantan 
eous process, 

There is no end to the variety of 
charm possessed by this form of photo 
graphic art, and the rapid increase of 
Interest among amateurs, in this direc 
tion, must make the lantern slide a 
dominant feature in the art. The es 
tablishment of the International ex 
change for the encouragemeut of lan 
tern slide exhibitions, vastly widens 
the scope of this adjunct to amateur 
photography.

Author Murray. 

A gentleman who has just returned 
from a six months’ residence Lon- 
don, where he spent much of his time 
among the literary men, has some in 
teresting gossip to tell concerning one 
or two of the novelists which will 
bear repeating. Speaking of David 
Christie Murray, the author of ‘Val 
Strange,” Joseph's Coat,” and number- 
less other stories, he said: ‘Murray is 
one of the mostinteresting men in Lon- 
don. He has had the hardest of work 
to attain his present position, From 
boyhood he has made his way unaided 
and like many other writers of fiction 
he came up from newspaper work, and 
his early journalistic training has 
been of inestimable value to him. 
After working for a long time on The

road to fortune he wrote an article on

him. The paper, it need hardly be 
said, was founded upon his own expe- 
ricnces, and its success encouraged 
him later toset out onan extended 
tour as an amateur tramp. To put it 
out of his power to 2894 creature 
comforts he mailed a bank note to the 
care of a post office nearly 100 miles 
away and started to walk to it, He 
had not a penny to buy lodging or 
food, he stopped ut many of the poor 
house hotels which lay on his path, 
worked a bit when nothing else would 
secure food in true tramp style, and, 
arriving at the longed for postoflice, 
secured his money and reveled in lux 
urious comforts. He is a member of 
the Sayage club, London, and one of 
its shimng  lights.”—Philadelphia 
Times. 


Too Much for the Mosquitoes. 

W. A, Sanders thus expresses him- 
self in defenseof a tree upon which 
there has of late been a disposition to 
open warfare: “I have more of these 
trees (eucalyptus) growing than can 
be found anywhere else in the San 
Joaquin yalley—great monsters 120 
feet tall, containing oyer a cord of 
wood each, grown from seed in the 
yast ten years, You can seo my euca- 
yptus groves from the cars of the 
Southern Pacific railroad from Goshen 
to Fowler, a distance of over twenty 
miles. 1 wish toudd a fact to your 
recommendation of this tree—a fact too 
important to be overlooked, The euca- 
lyptus globulus, when grown in large 
quantities, gives entire exemption 
from mosquitoes, Here at my home 
we have ucres of dense shade, a big, 
sluggish ditch that is always full of 
water, and in all of our prolonged 
summer and autumn heat never a 
mosquito, while among the willows of 
King’s river, two miles away, they 
swarm at times in clouds and literally 
deyour their unprotected victims.” —

which the waters rushed and destroyed 
everything in their pathway. ‘The busi- 
ness and most densely populated part of 
Johnstown lay directly in the course ot 
the devastating flood and the destruction, 
death and suffering there were simply 
awful. When the vast volume of water 
struck the city it took buildings of all 
descriptions along with it; residences 
filled with people were swept away ; 
railroad trains, great factories, hotels, 
stores, bridges and everything else were 
carried down stream, crushed and des- 
broke out in the 


debris dammed up at a railroad bridge

in which it was said 1500 people were 
burned alive. 

The loss of life at Johnstown is set 
down as somewhere from 12000 to 15000 
persons many of whom were passengers 
in trains which were compelled to stop 
there and were swept away by the irre- 
sistible flood from Conemaugh Lake.

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Woburn’s School Statistics, 


On May 1 Officer Thomas Mulkeen 
began taking the school census of this 
city and virtually finished the same last 
Saturday. There are a few scattering 
families to visit and enumerate which 
will probably swell the total number of 
children somewhat although not a great 
deal. Mr. Mulkeen has taken the Woburn 
school census for several consecutive 
years past and lias always been found to 
be careful, accurate and reliable. 

His report this year is very gratifying. 
Owing to the exceedingly dull times in 
the leather business during the last 
three years and especially for a twelve- 
month past it was the general opinion 
that the population of this city had 
suffered a considerable shrinkage; but 
the school census tells a different story, 
That census too may always be relied 
on in making caleulations on population. 
It shows unerringly losses, gains, and 
any considerable changes that may have 
taken place, and is almost always em- 
yloyed as a basis for computing in- 
abitants. 

Officer Mulkeen’s report (for a copy of 
which kindly furnished the JouRNAL 
returns its thanks) foots up the number 
of children in this) city on May 1, 1889, 
}under 16 years old, at 4,532. Last year 
the number was 4,457, showing a gain of 
! This inerease in the number of 
children indicates to a certainty an 
addition of 300 to our population, which 
swells it to considerably over 13,000, and 
demonstrates the fact that, despite the 
hard times for the leather trade, this 
city is, as it has been for the last 20 
years, steadily growing. ‘To be sure a 
gain in population of 300 ina yeur is not 
much, but it is a great deal for us econ- 
sidering the condition of our manufae- 
turies and trade, and will be an agree 
able surprise to nearly every observing

Woanw0a's Galante, 


History tells us that during the two 
centuries of its growth in this country 
the evil of slavery excited but little un 
easiness among our people. Tt was 
only when the hydra-headed monster be- 
gun to extend his power, blasting new 
territories aud chasing his prey through 
fields of freedom that the North was 
roused to enthusiastic action. The his- 
tory of woman suffrage shows a similar 
progress. Lulled to rest by the false 
song of flattery, bound by ignorance 
and long continned habits of submission, 
women slept for ages in contented sub- 
jection. Even when a few voices,—at 
first, one or two, then a score, every 
day an increasing number,—began to 
petition for freedouy the majority of 
women remiined inert or perhaps angry 
at being disturbed. But as evils grow 
With the population, as questions arise 
id Which men and women as human be- 
ings must be vitally interested, signs of 
awakening begin to appear. ‘The Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union, 
seeing that votes are the best arguments 
for temperance, first recognized the suf- 
frage movement and adopted its princi: 
ples by establishing a franchise depart- 
ment and publicly advocating the re- 
form. ‘The ‘tage of consent” agitation, 
afew years ago, helped to open the 
eyes of some women who felt that they 
were represented already and their 
homes and children were safe under 
laws made and executed by men alone. 
Then came the refusal of the Methodist 
Conference to ndmit women delegates 
awakening many Christian women to 
the hard fact that, however valuable 
their money or their labor inight be, 
their personal influence was worthless 
in the eyes of certain church officials 
and teaching some of them to spend 
their substance in God’s work of vetorm 
rather than in the narrow lines of’ sec- 
tarian effort. ‘he recent struggle for 
constitutional prohibition in this state 
aroused in wany women the desire to 
vote when votes were needed and its 
defeat only fanned theflane. Blessings 
in disguise indeed will these failures 
and disappointments be if the women 
of our state generally are converted 
from dreaming to doing. 

Many women say, ‘*We believe in 
these things, we believe in woman suf- 
frage, but we have never taken any 
part in the work. It never 
seemed to be for us.” 

Must these women await earthquake 
shocks, attacks against their own homes 
and families, to rouse them into action ? 
**A sound of going in the tops of the 
mulberry trees” muy be the precursor 
of u mighty tempest and yet by the 
building of bulwarks of defence the 
danger may be averted from us and our 
children. So many times we hear it 
said, When women want the ballot 
they shall have it.” Let us suppose 
then that Massachusetts women show 
by word and action that they do want 
it, let us suppose that they strain every 
nerve, use every effort to gain this end 
und thus gain it. ‘Cheir votes, cast for 
temperance, for good order, for justice, 
for purity, would most surely turn the 
tide of popular affairs. If women en- 
ter upon the contest with right motives 
those motives will shape their course in 
voting afterward, ‘There are enough 
pure, righteous, intelligent women in 
Massachusetts to redeem the state if 
they will exercise there power and put 
their principles into action. Past 
events show thut ballots are the strong- 
est power in our political system.  Agi- 
tation may begin the reform but ballots 
continue it to success. 

As a veteran of the woman suffrage 
cause snid at a recent meeting, *+Elo- 
quence is very stroug, but votes are al- 
ways stronger.”’ And he added, with 
spirit, **There’s a good time coming, 
girls, wait a little longer !” 

But while we wait we must work. 
We have chanced upon a decisive and 
critical hour of history. Shall not 
every one of us be aroused to help the 
little band who like the Three Hundred 
at Thermopylw are struggling to keep 
the pass? Another Marathon is before 
us, a struggle as decisive, if bloodless, 
a strong combat for the safety of our 
country and the sanctity of our homes.

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Historical, 


The first custom-house in New Eng- 
land was established in Boston in 1680, 
with Edward Randolph as commis 
sioner. 


In 1698, under the authority of the 


board of trade and plantations, was set| 


up the first court of chancery in New 
York, 


Tn 1637 the first grand jury was im-} 


panelled in New England, from which 
time the courts, in criminal cases, pro- 
ceeded by the inquest of a grand jury, 
aud by petit jurors as to matter of fact. 


In June 1, 1783, a Massachusetts 
vessel, commanded by Capt. McNeal, 
arrived at Riga, and displayed the flag 
of the United States. This was the 
first appearance of un American vessel 
in a Russian port. 


Connecticut historians aver that the 
Connecticut colony never had a trial for 
witchcraft within its borders; but there 
is, nevertheless, record of the trial 
‘*Merey Desborough, wife of ‘Thomas 
Desborough,” charged with ‘*familiar- 
ity with Satan,”’ which trial took place 
in Fairfield in September, 1692. She 
was sentenced to death, but this sen- 
tence was afterwards commuted. 


The express business of the United 
States originated about the year 1887, 
and its originator was William Harn- 
den, then a young man, who gave his 
name subsequently to **Harnden’s Ex- 
press Company.” Mr. Harnden, the 
originator of the business, afterwards 
lost the wealth it had brought him by 
engaging in a gigaatie emigration 
scheme, and died a poor man in 1845, 
at the age of thirty-three years,

A New Canal System, 


A new system of canal construction 
has been designed and recently patent- 
ed by an Englishman, The object is 
to do away entirely with the necessity 
for steam or horse power in canal 
traflic, and this end is sought to be at- 
tained by the creation of a current of 
water strong enough to carry the boats 
along from point to point. Mr, Pick- 
ard has designed a double canal, at 
one end of which is a screw, resemb 
ling the propeller of a steamship. This 
screw, Which is worked by steam 
power, forces the eurrent in one direc- 
tion and causes it to return in the par- 
allel division of the canal, the direction 
of the current being reversible at will. 
By this arrangement all loss of water 
is obviated and the bed of the canal is 
keptclean, This current is, of course, 
confined to each ye iat a9 level of 
canal, and when locks intervene an- 
other current has to be created,—New 
Orleans Picayune.

Var up in the mountains of Ceylon 
and India there is a spider that spins 
a web like bright yellow silk, the cen- 
tral net of which is five feet in diam- 
eter, while the supporting lines, or 
guys, as they are called, measure some- 
times ten or twelve feet long; and 
riding quickly in the early morning 
you may dash right into it, the stout 
threads twining round your face like 
a lace veil; while as the creature who 
has woven it takes up his position in 
the middle, he generally catches you 
right on the nose, and though he sel- 
dom bites or strings, the contact of his 
large body and long legs is anything 
but pleasant. If you forget yourself 
and try to catch him, bite he will, 
and, though not venomous, his jaws 
are as powerful as a bird’s beak, and 
youare not likely to forget the en- 
counter, : 

The bodies of these spiders are very 
handsomely AGbORataa. being bright 
gold or scarlet underneath, while the | 
upper part is covered with the most 
delicate slate colored fur. So strong 
are the webs that birds the size of 
larks are frequently caught therein, 
and even the small but powerfully 
sealed lizard falls a victim. Often 
have I sat and watched the yellow or 
scarlet monster, measuring, when 
waiting for his prey with his legs 
stretched out, fully six inches, strid- 
ing across the middle of the net, and 
noted the rapid manner in which he 
winds his stout threads around the un- 
fortunate captive. He usually throws 
the coils about the head, till the 
wretched victim is first blinded and 
then choked. In many unfrequented 
dark nooks of the jungle you come 
across most perfect skeletons of small 
birds, caught in these terrible snares, 
the strong folds of which prevent the 
delicate bones from falling to the 
ground after the wind and weather 
have dispersed the flesh and feathers,

Wasnisetos, June 6,—Senator 


Blair, who is in this) city and looking | 


well, expressed some views last evening 
during a conversation on the civil ser 
vice law. “The civil service luv,” 
he said, ‘*with the masses of the people 
is unpopular, to say the least, — Tt is 
administered too much like the proceed- 
ings of the star chamber In its pres- 
ent performances, itis no part of Ameri- 
can dnstitutions, and unless the new 
commissioners shall be able to make 
something out of it, the whole thing 
had better be expunged from the laws. 
The truth is, you can never convince 


either the majority or the minority of 


the American people that when there 
isa change in the ruling party there 
should not go along with it a substan- 
tial change of the great mass of those 
who are in sympathy with the outgoing 
party. Perhaps this is wrong, if so it 
is because the people are wrong. I 
have never known 10 individuals who 
had stood by the eountry in peace, or 
who were willing to die in battle for 
the country, who were in favor of this 


civil service commission 
making appointments to office.’

I lit the light in the house, and taking 
my beads I went to worship our God 
Jugonath. Having prostrated myself 
before the great fart, Jugonath, I 
went into the house, and taking my 
book, sat down to read, 

“When the night was somewhat ad- 
vanced I put away my book, Then 
having taken my food and washed 
my face and hands, I spread my bed 
on the ground and sat down, Then I 
gave praise to the great Mather and 
supreme Lord, and I went to sleep. 
In the early morning I got up and 
having performed my household du- 
ties I took my book and sat down to 
read, When the sun was well up I 
anointed myself with oil, and went 
out to bathe. Then I came home and 
changed my wet clothes and put them 
in the sun to dry, Then having made 
my reverence to our household spirit- 
ual teacher, I made my prostrations 
to the sun, and having received spirit- 
ual comfort, I returned to the house. 
I then took food, and haying washed 
my face and hands I ate some betel 
nut and sat down to write. When the 
day was spent I returned to my house- 
hold work, and again worshiped the 
God Jugonath, Now I have come 
again to school, and if there are any 
faults or mistakes in this exercise I 
hope that they will be forgiven.”—

Crime and Punishment. 

“T am not sure but that we punish 
too much,” remarked W, Alexander 
Johnson, secretary of the state board 
of charities, while talking to a report- 
er about prison methods. 

“Bishop Robertson, of Missouri, in a 
speech once described justice as like a 
pair of huge iron jaws that opened and 
closed with mechanical regularity. 
Nearly every man at some time in his 
life does something that brings him 
within reach of those jaws; but it 
happens with many that it is not 
when they are opening and closing, 
while others less fortunate, but no more 
guilty, are caught. He illustrated the 
Inequalities of justice by a purable, 
taking two boys who were truants, 
and went to a farmer's orchard to 
steal apples. One of the boys was 
caught, while the other ran away and 
escaped. The one who was caught 
was turned over to a constable and 
placed in jail, where he was thrown 
among criminals long enough to fall 
under the influence of his evil associa- 
tions. When released he was much 
worse than when arrested, and he got 
deeper and deeper into crime, The 
other boy, with whom he had gone out 
to steal apples, remained in school, 
was looked upon as respectable, ac- 
quired an education, became alawyer, 
and finally became a judge. 

“Twenty-five years after the apple 
stealing the boy who ran and escaped 
punishment was the judge who sen 
tenced to death the boy who had been 
caught, and whose punishment had 
started him in a career of crime,”—In- 
dianapolis News.

Gladstone's Elder Brother, 

Sir Thomas Gladstone usually at- 
tended the service at Westminster 
Abbey on Sunday afternoon when he 
was in town, and he was invariably 
mobbed when walking up and down 
the nave afterward by people who 
mistook him for his younger brother, 
whom he greatly resembled, but Sir 
Thomas was taller and more stately in 
appearance, Sir Thomas lived and 
died a Tory of the old Eldon type, and 
his consistency and the plainness with 
whieh he avowed his opinions made 
him respected even by his most bitter 
political opponents, Tle went to Ox 
ford in 1858 and voted against his bro 
ther when that statesmun was opposed 
by Mr. Perceval, after he had joined 
Lord Aberdeen’s administration, and 
he invariably inveighed against Mr, 
Gladstone's policy w' enever lie made 
a political speech, but personally they 
were on the most cordial terms, 

They also differed in their echureh 
views, for Sir Thomas, who was a 
most deyout man, favored the evan- 
gelical side, Sir Thomas Gladstone's 
jlace in Kineardineshire,  Fasque 
House, isa splendid mansion, and the 
extensive demesne is well wooded and 
very picturesque, The home farm is 
one of the finest in Scotland, Sir 
Thomas inherited the estates of Masque 
and Balbegno, which extend to 21,000 
acres, from his father; and in 1856 he 
yurchased Strachan and Glendye from 
Pord Southesk for £70,000, This es 
tate which extends to 26,000 acres of 
low ground, hill pastures, and grouse 
moors, is one of the best shootings in 


Scotland. Sir Thomas was a most 
rigorous game preserver for many 


years, but latterly his tenants had no 
cause tocomplain in this or any other 
respect, and he was a most popular 
laird, and took a deep and intelligent 
interest in all agricultural affairs, 

Sir Thomas Gladstone was for some 
years attache to the British embassy 
in Paris, under Lord Stuart de Roth- 
say, during the reign of Charles X, 
and he had many good stories to re- 
late about the curious customs of the 
old Bourbon court. He sat in the 
house of commons from 1830 to 1837, 
and in 1865 he stood for Kineardine- 
shire, but was defeated by the late 
Mr. Dyce Nicol of Balloge, who was 
the first Liberal ever returned from 
that county, as the late Sir Hugh Ar 
buthnot had then represented it as a 
Conseryative for thirty-nine years, 
during which period he was only once 
opposed.—London World. 
Jack's Visit to the Natural History Socicty. 

One wet evening, however, Willie 
Ransom got Jack to go, just because 
there was nothing else to do, There 
was a short paper being read on ‘Fish 
Scales,” and a number of them were 
mounted for microscopical examina- 
tion, of course with a low power, say 
inch and half inch, Anything relat- 
ing to fish or fishing was certain to 
gain Jack’s attention, therefore a bet- 
ter subject could not have been select- 
ed to engage his notice. Besides, Jack 
had never yet even looked through a 
microscope! Te felt a bit ashamed of 
this now; but there were a couple of 
microscopes present, and Jack deter 
mined to have a good look through 
them. The scales of different sorts of 
British fishes wereon view. Of course, 
fish scales are common enough; but 
who would think that each kind has 
its own pattern of scale, and that you 
could tell a species of fish by its 
scales? 

The paper showed that the scales of 
fishes were composed of the same ma- 
terial, chitine, as the feathers of birds, 
or the hair and nails of animals—a 
kind of substance only found in the 
animal kingdom, and never in the 
vegetable; that these scales are devyel- 
oped in little pockets in the fish’s skin, 
which you can plainly see for you, 
self when a herring is scaled. They 
are arranged all over the fish’s body 
like the tiles covering a roof, partly 
overlapping each other, as is seen by 
one part of the scale being often dif- 
ferent from the other, 

Jack looked through the microscope 
and was delighted. He was always a 
reverent minded boy, and the sight 
broke on his mind like a new revela- 
tion. How exquisitely chased and 
beautiful were the 1 cings, lines, 
dots and other peculiarities! Then the 
scales which run along the middle 
lineof the lish were shown him, and 
the ducts perforating them, out of 
which the mucus flows to anoint the 
fish’s body, and thus reduce the frie- 
tion of its rapid movement through 
the water, The lad was half bewild- 
ered at the possibility of the new 
knowledge. ‘Could anybody get to 
know about these things?” he asked 
Willie, who told him of course he 
could, if he would only take a little 
trouble.—Dr. J. D. Taylor in Popular 
Science Monthly.

Progress in Central Asia, 


The Kirghiz are among the most 
conservative of the Central Asian tribes 
over Whom Russia’s dominion extends, 
but even among them there are signs 
of progress. A correspondent writ- 
ing from Odessn says: ‘tAn attempt 
has now been made to break through 
the hitherto impenetrable wall of pre- 
judice which excludes female children 
from all educational culture. The wile 
of a Kirghiz chief namen Gaischevs- 
kaya has overborne all native opposi- 
tion, and, with the permission of the 
government, a few months ago opened 
a school for girls in the little town of 
Irgis. Thus fur she has only succeeded 
in bringing together fifteen girls, all ol 
whom are daughters of native sultans, 
but there is reason to hope that her ex- 
ample will be followed shortly by the 
opening of similar schools in other 
populous places. ‘The girls at the Irgis 
School are suid to be wonderfully good 
pupils.” 


Mrs. S. A. Underwood, in the 
Religio-Philosophical Journal, protests 
against the dictum of a Chicago paper 
that in good society a married woman 
must always be addressed as Mrs. 
John Jones, never as Mrs. Mary Jones. 
Mrs. Underwood calls the complete 
merging of the wife’s name in the 
husband’s ‘a relic of barbarism, aud 
the symbol of a crude civilization.” 


Miss Amelia B. Edwards, LL. D., 
is the first woman ever invited to lee- 
ture before the Peabody Institute in 
Baltimore. She is to give six lectures 
there next December on Egyptian ex- 
ploration and Grivco-Egyptian art. 


The Albany xpress tells of a Pearl 
Street merchant who discharged his 
book-keeper for impudence. The book- 
keeper was a young man, and got $900 
per year, ‘The merchant has filled the 
place satisfactorily ; the new incumbent 
isin fuct even more useful, being able 
to take dictation in short-hand and 
afterward write it out on the type-writ- 
er.

“Good many years ago, my boy,” 
said he, as if he wished to talk to 
somebody entertainingly and didn't 
exactly know whether to start his 
long suit or not, ‘I used to go round 
quite a bit with these here critters my- 
self, but you know mine wasn't these 
jumpin’ fellers, or if they were on the 
start we hed ways to bring ‘em where 
they'd pat their feet down jest about 
us perfect at the trotting gait as ef 
they'd come right down from old Rys- 
dyk himself. 

“Yes, I was in the game whena 
2:20 trotter was dirt cheap at $10,000, 
and I sold Pate one-half interest in 
Lucille for $4,000 after she had grab- 
bed her quarter and it was long 
chances she’d never be jood agin. 
B'lieve that mare is up at Mr. Emery’s 
at Cleveland now, but never heern 
that she got anything good. You see, 
there’s mighty few good trotters ever 
cum from the cross of a thoroughbred 
horse on toa trottin’ or pacing bred 
mare, whereas the great performers 
are produced from the other system 
of breeding a thoroughbred mare to a 
trottin’ bred horse, and I guess Lucille 
was about the only one bred like her 
that ever beat 2:20. 

“Pather went up to Cincinnati one 
day and bought an old rackin’ mare 
for $65, and just as an experiment we 
bred her to Exchequer, who was of 
the Planet family. Lucille was the 
result, and at 2 and 8 years of age we 
didn’t think much of her, and sold her 
toa sucker for $450, afterwards buyin’ 
her back for $175. The next year I] 
got her to goin’ some, and took her up 
to Cincinnati and won a race in 2:35, 
then went to Columbus and won 
again. George Fuller, who now 
drives Patron, told me to put five 
ounces more on forrard, and doing so 
she grabbed her quarter. Then I sold 
her to Pate and he won a whole lot of 
money with her, 

“How did Iknow anything about 
toe weights and ways to get her go- 
ing? Oh, Tl tell you. I was ietatites 
putterin’ around with horses some 
years before, and one day a friend of 
mine says tome: ‘Say, Ike, I wish 
yer'd take me six miles out the road 
to the town of ——. There’sa friend 
of mine up there keeps a livery stable 
and he owes me $130 and a little in- 
terest. Now he’s gone financially 
and is goin’ to take the bankrupt act, 
and he sent me word to come over 
and pick out the best of his horses for 
the debt. I'd like to have you take a 
look at ’em and pick out suthin’ worth 
the money.’ So over we went. I 
wanted George to take a great big 4 
year old, but the livery man said, 
‘George, take this feller,’ and he 
brought out a saddle horse. ‘I’ve hed 
him this seven years and he can rack 
like the d l and fox trot some, so 
take him along.’ 

“We took fin along and nothin’ 
more was thought of it. One day I 
was standin’ in front of the tavern 
when up came George, ridin’ horse- 
back, and he seemed ina great hurry 
to liquor up, for he was sendin’ the 
animal forall he was worth. One 
hundred yards from the house was a 
stiff up grade, and when Dixie (that 
was the horse’s name) struck the rise 
he broke into as pretty a trot as ever 
Isee. Well, we had a couple, with 
queue little sugar, you know—for us 
ellers don’t drink ours raw like you 
northern chaps—and got to talkin’ 
horse. ‘Dixie can trot some,’ says I; 
‘let me take him out to the track and 
see what I kin do with him; may be 
he'll go fast and we kin make some 
money.’ 

“George laughed and called mea 
foul, but the next day he sent Dixie 
over. I couldn't do anything with 
him when he was goin’ on level 
ground, but when he struck the rise 
at the quarter pole how he would trot! 
Why, you could roll a barrel between 
his legs. But just as quick as he start- 
ed down hill intoa rack he'd go, 1 
was almost discouraged, but finally 
thought I'd write to Bruce, tell him 
what I'd got, and get his advice, The 

entleman sent back word that in In- 

ianapolis I could get some too 
weights and they might do the busi- 
ness of convertin’ Dixie, and I sent 
and got ‘em, they costin’ me $12. 
How old Dixie floundered after I got 
’em on—a job which took me a whole 
day after arguing with the owner all 
night, for he claimed they went on 
behind instead of forward—and no 
wonder, for they weighed twenty-four 
ounces, I dropped mighty quick that 
they were too heayy and changed 
them for sixteen ounce ones, else I 
suppose the horse would have been 
ruined. 

‘Dixie didn’t like the game and ws 
along time gettin’ used to the 
weights, but I handled him carefully 
and got one my boys to tear down a 
part of the fence and put the rails 
twelve feet apart on the track and I'd 
getthe horse movin’ some, just as I 
cum where the rails was, and he'd be 
obliged to hop over’em or skin his 
shins, That's the way I made my first 
trotter. He showed 2:29 and I sold 
hin for $1,000. Old Fuller took him 
to Chicago, gave him a record of 2:21, 
and sold him for $20,000, They called 
him Harry Todd and afterward J. G. 
Brown."—Chicago News.

SOMETHING ABOUT ART. 
The Value of Old Masters Ta Determined 
by Senreity, Not Merit. 

The value of ‘old masters” and 
other rare paintings is deterrained al- 
most solely by their comparative 
abundance or scarcity, and seldom or 
never is it due altogether tothe merits 
of the works. Like diamonds, the 
number of pictures of a certain school 
or by a particular artist is limited, 
and their price is fixed by the compe- 
tition of those persons who desire to pos- 
sess something which their neighbors 
have not got and cannot get. n the 
minds of many collectors pretty much 
the same value attaches to an old picture 
ns to an old coin, and it arises from 
the same circumstance, viz, that they 
are perhaps theonly ones ofthe kind in 
existence, This valuing of a picture 
simply as a curiosity has nothing 
whatever to do with a love of art, and 
A person may possess quite a rare col- 
lection, gathered in such a spirit, and 
still he is as ignorant of art as a ward 
politician of the higher mathematics. 

That many owners of fine art works 
are far from appreciating their value 
from the standpoint of intrinsic merit 
is beyond question; of the mar- 
ket value they are no doubt  per- 
fectly well informed, as they 
have most likely paid the price in 
open competition, but wherein the su- 

veriority as works of art lies is often 
Hegond their comprehension. Except 
that they may pride themselves upon 
their possessions, and indulge in the 
vulgar pleasure of saying this 
is mine, these people derive 
absolutely no benefit from their 
ownership of the most valued 
products of genius and talent, but 
they place themselves as an insur- 
mountable barrier between these gems 
of art and the more numerous and in- 
telligent class of persous who could 
more fully appreciate them, but who 
are not wealthy enough to compete 
for their possession. 

In all this there is no wish to de- 

lore the fact that great works bring 

igh prices. The higher the better, 
provided the money goes to the men 
who produce them, which is by no 
means invariably the case. Pictures 
generally acquire their greatest value 
long after they have passed out of the 
possession of the mtn who created 
them, and not infrequently after he 
has died in want, perhaps of starva- 
tion, and then they are locked up in 
private collections and hidden oni 
the eyes of the world. There are many 
pictures, mostly the productions of 
modern painters, which would sell for 
good round sums on their merits alone 
without their having the names of 
well known artists attached to them, 
and these are the works which sensible 
people of wealth should buy, as their 
value is their own and is not due to 
any chance or circumstance in con- 
nection with their history or produc- 
tion, and, moreover, they exhibit more 
art and more truth and they will gen- 
erally do more to educate and retine 
the taste than those which are valued 
mainly as curiosities or rarities. 

In selecting pictures for a private 
collection some intelligence should be 
exercised, and only those purchased 
the merits of which are thoroughly ap- 
preciated, while a nice discrimination 
is made between those which are 
valuable on account of their general 
excellence and those which are chiefly 
recommended by some technical qual- 
ity which few persons HGS [EDF or 
through some historical association 
which has been all but forgotten. 
The best and highest use that can be 
made of “old masters” and other 
paintings possessing special character- 
istics is in illustrating the history and 
progress of art, and in order that their 
usefulness in this direction may be 
availed of to the fullest extent, they 
should be gathered into public mu- 
seums and galleries, where they will 
at all times be accessible to those who 
wish to study them and make notes, 
mental or otherwise, of their distin- 
guishing characteristics. To those 
who appreciate art works and who 
take pleasure in their contemplation, 
not the smallest part of the incentive 
to form a ealtants collection should 
be the desire to encourage artists and 
further the interests of the art which 
yields them so much enjoyment, and 
the most effective method of doing 
this is by patronizing living artists, 
particularly those around — home, 
whenever their work is of such merit 
asto deserve recognition,—Pittsburg 
Dispatch. 


Contagion Carried on the Hands. 

Cases of infection that could be ac- 
counted for in no other way have 
been explained by the fingers as a 
vehicle. In handling money, espe- 
cially of paper, door knobs, banisters, 
ear straps, and a hundred things that 
every one must frequently touch, 
there are chances innumerable of pick- 
ing up germs of typhoid, scarlatina, 
diphthona, small pox, ete, Yet some 
persons actually put such things in 
their mouths, if not too large!

The Latin and Anglican forms 
religious worship both have their stand- 
ards of ecclesiastical music, which have 
become historical, and they ure rever- 
enced by worshipers and musicians, In 
our less formal public services, it is 
possible to establish a distinctive type 
of sacred music, which shall be devoid 
of personal display und sensational 
effects, which will aid ip creating a de- 
votionunl sphere in the minds of the 
people, and which will command the 
respect of cultured musical natures. 
This result may be nccomplished by 
developing the dormant ability which is 
in every congregation, by the employ- 
ment of a chorister who possesses the 
talent, experience and wisdom to bring 
the congregation, choir and children 
into harmonious co-operation, 

The work should be inaugurated with 
the children, and, by careful training 
with good models of sacred music, en- 
list their interest in this part of chureh 
work at such an early age that it will 
come a fixed habit for them to attend 
their rehearsals and to tuke their places 
regularly in the public Sabbath worship. 
In due time the attendance will become 
habitual, as the parents will be deeply 
interested for the benefit the little 
will receive. 

As soon as they are capable of read- 
ing &® hymn or Seripture text, each 
child of the congregation will be ready 
to join the children’s choir, and attend 
the rehearsals in preparation for the 
Sabbath music. ‘Their part in the ser- 
vice will be to sing in the congregational 
hymus, and to chant responsively, or 
antiphonally, with the adult choir. 
Having practiced the reading of the 
Scriptural words to be chanted with 
uniformity of accent, they will soon be 
able to learn the music of a new chant 
in one rehearsal. 

The children’s choir should be placed 
at the opposite end of the church from 
the adult choir and organ. It properly 
trained, no diffiulty will occur on ae- 
count of their remoteness from the in- 
strument. ‘Che antiphonal chants are 
church-like and dignified in character, 
and are distinetly ecclesiastical. © Ip 
addition to the autiphonal chants, as 
oceasion may require, the children will 
be prepared to render appropriate 
hymns in the service, At the proper 
age and attainments in vocal music the 
elder children wiil become members of 
the adult choir. By enlisting the aid 
of the children ip this manner, they will 
not only attend the morning service 
regularly each Sabbath, but their par- 
ents and friends will be interested in 
the services, and there will be a helpful 
influence pervading all the exercises, 
emanating from the effect of the inno- 
cent voices of childhood in the service 
of praise. The Cong. S. S. & Pub. 
Society are greatly to be commended 
for the excellent grade of music given 
in their Pilgrim Series of Children’s 
Services through the most competent 
musical editorship. ‘The music is of a 
high standard, such as will make « per- 
mauent impression in leading the taste 
toward improvement in Sunday 
school music. 

The adult choir should at first be se- 
lected from the congregation, they giv- 
ing their voluntary services as their 
part of church work. ‘The omission of 
solo singing, which so often tends to 
the gratification of personal pride, and 
is provocative of much critical com- 
ment rather than to devo- 
tional effect, will prevent jealousy and 
ill feeling among the members, and will 
relieve the chorister trom the appear- 
ance of partiality in bis relations with 
the choir As the members of a volun- 
choir are Jiable to fluctuate in their 
teundance, this defect will remedied 
as the adult choir is kept supplied 
by the graduates from the children’s 
choir. The anthems and selections sung 
by the adult choir should be of such a 
nature that the words and sentiments 
may be understood by the congregation. 
The resources for sacred music from 
the best composers are ubundunt, — es- 
pecially inthe fleld of the ablest Mnglish 
musical authors, 

The choir should not attempt to ren- 
der music in the public service which is 
beyond their ability to interpret well; 
otherwise their efforts will not be devo- 
tional. Neither should the music 
lected be beyond the comprehension of 
the worshiping assembly, the object of 
the anthems being to make the service 
helpful and impressive to all who gather 
to receive the blessing which comes 
through the inspiration of speech and 
song. ‘True art reaches the mind 
through lines of beauty and forms of 
melody and harmony which the eye and 
ear cau appreciate, and which may be

wretches so often to kill the wives they 
have betrayed and deserted,” and adds 
with sinall apparent logic, ‘The worst 
of woman's wrongs in this world too 
often escape the attention of the enter- 
prising sisterhood of the sex.” The 
changes in the social and legal position 
tion of women are due to this ‘enter- 
prising sisterhood”and to nobody els 
They have fought every step of the way, 
and the patronizing flippaney of the 
ubove senseless remark shows what an 
uphill and ungrateful labor it has been 
and still must be. —Boston Transcript. 


A woman living near West Seneca, 
N. Y., has a well cultivated flower farm 
of seventeen neres, with four green- 
houses. She sometimes clears two 
thousand dollurs a year from the sale of 
her flowers and plants. She says flori- 
culture is a good business for women, 
but the West is the best field for it, and 
if she were to beyin over again she 
should go there. 


Among the Hindoos, there are some 
castes near Alimedabad in which widow 
marriages are allowed, and a girl can 
he given in second marriage without the 
ruinous expense considered necessary 
on the occasion of a first alliaace, ‘The 
parents, therefore, sometimes marry a 
girlto a bunch of flowers, which is 
afterward thrown down a well. ‘The 
husband is then suid to be dead, and 
the girl, as a widow, can be married at 
# moderate cost. 


A bill exempting women from taxa- 
tion until they are permitted to vote has 
just been rejected in the Connecticut 
House of Representatives.

TRAINING THE PHYSICAL MAN. 


The Muscle na Well as the Mind Should 
Have Their Qualities Drawn Out. 

Exhibitions of remarkable skill and 
endurance on thes or in the cir 
cus ring, however useless the feat per- 
formed, may have a_ certain yalue to 
the thoughtful as demonstrations of 
the perfection to which the machin- 
ery of man may be brought by con- 
stant drill and exercise, The gym- 
nasts, acrobats, dancers and jugglers 
do things that seem almost impossible, 
simply because they have for years 
trained their eyes and muscles to per- 
form a limited number of operations, 
have practiced incessantly and made 
their movements almost automatic, 

If men can do these things, that 
simply serve to amuse other people, 
they can, by similar perseverance and 
practice, perfect themselves in useful 
occupations. Leaving out of consid 
eration the arts (wherein, however, 
technica! skill is almost as much to 
bo desired as natural taste or talent) 
there is scarcely a mechanical occu- 
pation that could not be elevated and 
improved by such devoted practice 
as the professional acrobat gives to his 
feats of agility. A juggler practices 
certain movements of the hand al- 
most incessantly for years before he 
becomes so highly skilled as to be able 
to deceive spectators by his sleight of 
hand performances, A mechanic 
equally devoted to the business of jet- 
ting his hand trained to do his will 
would become a remarkable workman 
in much less time. 

The fact is that too little attention 
has heretofore been given to the pos 
sibilities of hand training for useful 
work, The stage and the cireus ring 
have for years shown us that there 
is scarcely any limit to be put to what 
man may accomplish through the 
training of his muscles. Crowds have 
wondered at and applauded perform- 
ers with no greater intelligence than 
the average spectator, and have never 
thought of applying the lesson to 
themselves hid making better use of it 
than that of posing for the amuse- 
ment of the public. The gymnast, the 
acrobat, the juggler are men who 
have learned how to use their mus- 
cles, who have trained their eye to 
quick seeing, their judgment to 
prompt decision, who have taught 
themselves to keep control of their 
wits in an emergency, and who haye, 
above all, practiced certain move- 
ments so diligently that they can per- 
form them without effort, almost un- 
consciously, They have not assumed 
that education is to be applied only to 
the mind, but, frequently to the neglect 
of the latter, have applied educational 
methods to the muscles of their body 
which other people neglect. One may 
easily imaginea sjlled juggler who 
would wonder quite as much at a 
schoolboy’s ready answer to questions 
in arithmetic as the school boy would 
at his feats of balancing or sleight of 
hand. The wonderment in each case 
is dependent upon the ignorance of 
the one and the skill of the other in 
fields that are open to both. Until re- 
cent years it has been assumed that 
the muscles need little training that 
cannot be acquired in the ordinary 
course of life without special instruc- 
tion or effort. The results achieved 
by specialists should, however, correct 
this view. 

The Germans have carried this 
thought to a logical conclusion by 
providing more generally than other 
people for the training of hands and 
eyes in the kindergarten and for carry- 
ing on similar exercises in their turn- 
ers’ schools, 

The object is not to make gymnasts 
or acrobats of the pupils any more 
than the teaching of drawing in the 
publie schools is intended to make ar- 
tists of all who receive such instruc- 
tion. The purpose is to give health- 
ful and useful exercise, to train the 
muscles, and lay the foundation for 
the development of skill of hand in 
any undertaking. This is not done 
at the expense of mental education, 
but, as experience shows, by pro- 
moting the physical health, it quick- 
ens and strengthens the mental facul- 
ties, at the sume time giving them 
needed relief from too much strain. 
All the tendencies of modern educa- 
tional thought are toward a broader 
and more liberal education in the di- 
rection, not of multiplying mental 
studies, but of extending school train- 
ing to hands and eyes as well as to 
memory.— Baltimore Sun.

At the outbreak of the civil war a 
colored family named Lindsey, con- 
sisting of man and wife, with three 
children, a girl and two boys, were 
sold into slavery at Independence, 
Mo. The entire family were separated.

A Picture of Voltaire. 


The French ambassador at Rome 
has had the good fortune of a singular 
“find.” A famous portrait of Voltaire 
has been missing for more than half 
a century. The most celebrated of his 
statues, and nearly all his likenesses, 
represent the philosopher in his old 
age, but there wasa portrait known to 
have been painted by Largiliere in 
1718, when Voltaire was only 24 
“the brightest young fellow in the 
world,” as Carlyle describes him. 
This is the portrait that M. Mariani 
discovered and exhibited at his first 
reception in the Farnese palace a few 
nights ago. Its value is even en- 
hanced; for a characteristic anecdote 
explains how it came into the posses- 
sion of its late owner. Voltaire in his 
old age had a great desire to meet the 
Marquise de Vilette, one of the many 
flames of his youth, The lady had 
survived her beauty and did not care 
for the interview. Voltaire was 
piqued, and wrote first a rather insult- 
Ing quatrain on the refusal, which he 
followed up by sending a portrait of 
himself as the court beauty may have 
remembered him when they were 
both young. Indeed, for the purpose, 
he took it away from his adopted 
daughter, to whom he had presented 
it fifty years before. The lady retain- 
ed the picture and bequeathed it to 
her nephew, Baron Varicourt, from 
whom the ambassador acquired it. 
The pedigree, therefore, is without a 
flaw. A medallion head in Beauhar- 
nais’ edition of Voltaire’s works has 
evidently been inspired by Largiliere’s 
portrait.—Pall Mall Gazette.
